
Tehran diplomats asked to leave within a week 


Saudis sever 
ties with Iran 


RIYADH. April 27, (Agen- 
cies): Saudi Arabia, pushed to 
the limit by Iranian threats in 
the Gulf, has severed ties with 
Tehran and ordered all Iran- 
ian diplomats out of the king- 
dom within a week. 

Riyadh accused Tehran of 
“terrorism and subversion" and 
decided to cut ties yesterday after 
$imost a year of trading insults, 
threats and accusations follow- 
ing clashes at the pilgrimage to 
Makkah last July. 

An official statement said the 
Iranian charge d'affaires here 
was summoned to the Foreign 
Ministry yesterday and told of 
the decision. 

Decision 

Iranian diplomats and their 
families here number around 20. 
Riyadh has fewer than 10 people 
at its Tehran mission. 

Iran today blamed Saudi 
Arabian cooperation with US 
for the Saudi derision to break 
diplomatic relations with Iran. 

Riyadh "endeavoured to 
make Iran, through various 
channels of contacts, understand 
the kingdom's eagerness to nor- 
malise ties ... but this positive 


Hijacked 

plane 

returns 

THE Kuwait Airways Boeing 




returned from Algiers yesterday, 
one week after its remaining 31 
hostages were released. 

A relief crew had been stand- 
ing by for five days waiting for 
the plane to be thoroughly 
cleaned and declared airworthy 
■by Algerian aviation authorities. 

Kuwait's Ambassador to 
Algeria Gasen Boursuli said in 
Algiers, a thorough check of the 
plane disclosed no serious 
mechanical damage. “But it was 
terribly dirty inside and most of 
the sea ts were damaged he sa id . 
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altitude did not receive any res- 
ponse from the Tehran side 
which persisted in its hostile 
practices," an official statement 
said. 

Saudi Arabia, a firm supporter 
of Tehran's Gulf war enemy 
Baghdad, and Iran enjoyed a 
brief period of improved ties in 
1986 when they cooperated 
within the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
to curb production to stabilise 
the world market. 

Linked 

The broken relations will 
affect their efforts within the 
organisation, but experts said it 
was too early to predict how the 
oil market would react to the 
news. 

Since the clashes in Islam's 
holiest shrine. Iran has attacked 
shipping linked to Gulf Arab 
states and fired at least eight mis- 
siles at Kuwaiti oil installations. 

The statement added: “In view 
of the Iranian hostile attitude 
toward the kingdom of Saudi 
Arabia, the premeditated offen- 
ces to basic Saudi interests and as 
a result of the Iranian govern- 
ment’s altitude that run counter 
to the principles of international 


law and diplomatic traditions: 

“On account of Iran's viola- 
tion of the principles of good 
□eighbourliness and mutual res- 
pect, as exemplified in the 
attempt to smuggle explosives 
into the kingdom during the pil- 
grimage season of the Hijra year 
1406 (1986) to imperil the safety 
of pilgrims and the sacred places': 

“Because of Iran’s manipula- 
tion of religious rituals and its 
instigation of dissent and unrest 
among the sons of the Islamic 
nation; 

“Due to Iran's repeated attem- 
pts to harm the basic interests of 
the kingdom, and its obstruction 
of free navigation by raiding 
ships sailing to and from Saudi 
Arabia, in addition to other 
forms of terrorism and subver- 
sion; 

Saudi Arabia, current chair- 
man of the GCC. has in the past, 
along with Kuwait, tried to con- 
vince the alliance to take a har- 
sher stand towards Iran. 

Diplomats say Oman and the 
United Arab Emirates, which' 
both have good political and 
trade links with non-Arab Iran, 
were in favour of a dialogue with 
Tehran and blocked the moves to ' 
boycott Iran. 


Their objections apparently 
fell through when Iran last week 
attacked a UAE oilfield in the 
G ulf causing heavy damages to a 
platform, a US supply ship and a 
British-nagged tanker. 

The raid was Iran's apparent 
response to an attack by US for- 
ces in the Gulf on Iranian targets 
in the waterway. 

Some diplomats see Riyadh's 
move as a way to get out of issu- 
ing visas for Iranian pilgrims 
seeking to go to Makkah in July. 
Saudi Arabia wants to avoid a 
repetition of last year's events in 
which 402 people, mainly Iran- 
ians, died. 


Riyadh has warned Iran 
several times that its forces 
would deal firmly with any 
attempts by Iranian pilgrims to 
create unrest this year. 

But Iran, which usually sends 
1 30,000 people to Makkah — the 
largest group of foreign pilgrims 
— said its people would demon- 
strate again this year at the pil- 
grimage. 

Saudi Arabia’s move may 
encourage its smaller regional 
alliesto follow it if Iran attacks 
their interests in the region. 


US can’t counter each 
Iranian attack: admiral 
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WASHINGTON, April 27, 
( AP): American warships cannot 
be expected to counter every 
Iranian attack on merchant ships 
in the Gulf despite last week's 
demonstration of US military 
prowess, the Navy’s top admiral 
said yesterday. 

“I can offer the observation of 
a lot of personal pride and satis- 
faction in the way they did their 
jobs.” said Adm. Carlisle A.H. 
Trost. the chief of naval opera- 
tions, referring to fighting on 
April 18 that saw six Iranian ves- 
sels crippled or sunk and no US 
ships hit. 

Craft 

“But if someone wants to 
make an iron-clad guarantee that 
we will counter any attack, I*d 
say first of all that such a guaran- 
tee would be patently impossible 
because you cannot foreclose the 
possibility of attack by those 
large numbers of small craft that 
are always present over there.’' 
Trost said in aninterview.

US welcomes 
Riyadh decision 
to sign NPT 

WASHINGTON. April 27. 
(UPI): The United States has 
welcomed Saudi Arabia's 
decision to sign the nuclear Non- 
proliferation Treaty — a move 
that is expected to ease congres- 
sional opposition to Saudi arms 
sales. 

US State Department spokes- 
man Charles Redman said the 
administration will send formal 
notification to Congress in a few 
days of a S430 million sale of 
equipment and weapons, which 
would enhance the Saudi air 
defence system. 

“We welcome the Saudi gover- 
nment decision to sign the Non- 
proliferation Treaty. This 
decision will strengthen theinter- 
national non-proliferation 
regime and we continue to urge 
other governments which have 
not signed the NPT to do so." 
Redman said.

Treaty 

White House spokesman 
Marlin Fitzwater also welcomed 
the Saudi decision to sign the 
treaty and said the move “proba- 
bly” makes congressional 
approval of the military package 
more likely. 

US officials said the adminis- 
tration intends to formally notify 
Congress in the next day or two 
of the proposed S450 million 
Awacs maintenance package. 


pressed a landing ship and supply 
vessel into emergency patrol 
duty in Strait of Hormuz. 

The make-shift force, taking 
over the surveillance role of 
Iran's frigates disabled and sunk 
by the US N a vy, has been sighted 
keeping watch on merchant ship- 
ping in the Strait for the last two 
days but has not openly challen- 
ged vessels.

Tilak Beddawela, a senior 
officer at the police station in 
nearby Kandy, said the 
explosion was believed to have 
been caused by a time bomb 
planted in a garbage bin near the 
news stand. 


Indian opposition raps report 

No bribery in 
Bofors deal 


NEW DELHI. April 27. (AP): 
Opposition poiitidans contend a 
Parliament committee covered 
up when it reported that there 
was no evidence of bribery in the 
Indian purchase of Swedish 
artillery. 

Jaipal Reddy, a member of the 
opposition Janata Party, today 
termed the commiitee]s work 
“the biggest whitewash" of the 
era. Opposition members, who 
walked out of the lower house of 
Parliament yesterday to show 
their displeasure, said it failed to 
take into account fresh evidence 
of wrongdoing. 

Contracts 

The report of the 35-mem her 
Parliament committee, made 
public yesterday after nearly nine 
months of investigation, said no 
bribes appear to have been paid 
by Bofors. AB of Sweden. 

However, committee member 
Aladi Arana, another opposi- 
tion politician, said the report 
“covered up the connivance" 
between the government and 
Bofors. 

The payoff charges initially 
were made last April by Swedish 
radio. Indian opposition party- 
members and newspapers 
alleged that loyalists of Prime 


Minister Rajiv Gandhi's Con- 
gress Party received some of the 
money. 

The payoffs allegedly totalled 
about S50 million. 

Rajiv denied that he or any 
member of his family had 
received any money from Bofors. 
Later, the prims minister said no 
Indian had taken payoffs. 

Bofors had contracts with 
various agents in pursuing the 
arms deal, but terminated them 
when the Indian government ins- 
isted that r.o middlemen be used. 
The parliamentary committee 
acknowledged that Bofors paid 
319 million Swedish kroner ($55 
million) to three companies as 
compensation for ending the 
contracts, but said it had no 
evidence to link the payments 
with the winning of the gun deal. 

Excessive 

Opposition parties and news- 
papers have contended that such 
payments wouid nave been 
excessive and that they were tan- 
tamount to bribes. 

The English-language news- 
paper the Hindu today published 
a document, it said, was an 
agreement between Bofors and 
one of the three companies that 
got the payments.

to win majority

AN EXPLOSION ripped 
through the central Kuwait city 
office of the Saudi Arabian 
airline Saudia yesterday. 

The explosion came less than 
24 hours after Riyadh cut 
diplomatic ties with Tehran. 

Witnesses said ambulances 
and fire engines raced to the 
scene after a loud blast at about 
4.20 pm ( 1320 GMT). They said 
it was unclear if there were 
casualties. 

The Saudia office is across the 
street from the Meridien Hotel 
and staff there said the area had 
been cordoned off by police. 

Nine bomb blasts shook 
Kuwait last year and diplomats 
and the local media blamed pro- 
Iranian militants. 

The witnesses said the blast 
caused serious damage to the 
facade of the Saudia office. 

Security sources said one 
guard was injured and rushed to 
hospital. 

Seven shop windows next to 
the Saudia office were smashed 
by the blast and shards of glass 
were found within a radius of 
more than 50 metres. 

Broken 

All window panes on the first 
and second floors and some on 
the third floor above the Saudia 
office in Alia Centre were also 
broken. Arab Moallimeen 
Travel agency office in Al Muth- 
anna Complex across the road 
from the Saudia office had also 
sustained substantial damage, its 
shop window blasted by the 
explosion. 

The police cordoned off the 
area surrounding the Saudia 
office. Scores of policemen were 
sifting through the rabble look- 
ing for dues to the inddent. 

Makki Al Juznaa. the owner of 
the Alia Centre was on the scene 
answering the queries from the 
police. Most of the employees 
mid left their offices at 1.30 pm, 
according to a witness. 


Car bomb 
in Kabul 

MOSCOW. April 27. (Agen- 
cies): Four people were killed 
and seven injured when a truck 
bomb exploded in central Kabul 
today, the official Soviet news 
agency Tass reported. 

Tass. in a report from the 
Afghan capital, said the truck 
had arrived in Kabul from Pakis- 
tan. 

It quoted local investigators as 
saying the vehicle had been 
packed with about 150 kg (330 
pounds) of explosives. 

Ambulance crews took away 
at least two men with serious 
wounds from the explosion at 
12:40 pm (08 1 0 GMT). One Wes- 
tern reporter said he saw three 
bodies carried from the scene, 
and that witnesses had told him 
at least eight other people had 
been injured. 

Police, however, refused to tell 
visiting foreign journalists, who 
arrived on the scene about 10 
minutes after the blast, if there 
had been deaths or injuries 
beyond the two people that 
ambulance crews were seen tak- 
ing away. 

The bombing was likely the 
work of anti-communist rebels 
fighting the Moscow -aligned 
government of President Najib. 


SEOUL. April 27. (UPI): 
President Roh Tae-Woo ackn- 
owledged today that his govern- 
ment will face “many difficul- 
ties" because of the ruling party's 
failure to secure a majority in the 
299-seat National Assembly. 

Although Roh's Democratic 
Justice Party won the largest 
number of Mats in yesterday’s 
legislative ejections, its failure to 
win a clear majority was seen as a 
crushing defeat for the two- 
month-old government and 
prompted some party leaders to 
announce their resignations. 

The ruling party's poor show- 
ing also sent stock prices plung- . 
ingon the Korea Stock Exchange 
today. The composite stock price 
index fell by 24.38 points to 
620.32, the sharpest daily drop in 
the history of thestock exchange. 

With 97 per cent of the vote 
counted, the government party 
had won 84 of 224 directly elec- 
ted seats in the National Assem- 
bly. according to official returns 
from the central election man- 
agement commit tee. 1 

Since it won the most directly 
contested seats, the ruling party 
will also receive 38 of 75 propor- 
tional representation seats. But 
even with those, its total will still 
be less than the 1 50 seats required 
for a majority in the National 
Assembly, which will enjoy 
expanded' powers under a new 
constitution adopted- last 
October. 

The latest official returns gave 


54 seats to Kim Dae Jung's Party 
for Peace and Democracy 
(PPD), 46 to the Reunification 
Democratic Party (RDP) led by 
Kim Young-Sam, and 26 to the 
New Democratic Republican 
Party (NDRP) formed by former 
Premier Kim Jong-Pfl. 

A splinter group candidate 
and nine independents were also 
elected. 

Unofficial computer projec- 
tions showed the ruling party 
winning a total of 123 seats, foll- 
owed by the PPD with 72, the 
RDP with 58, and the NDRP 
with 35. 

The strong showing by Kira 
Dae Jung’s party means' that 
Roh. who too k over from former 
President Chun Doo Hwan on 
Feb 25, will face stiff opposition 
in the new legislature. 


“I hoped that voters would 
give the ruling party a solid 
majority in Parliament so that a 
president directly elected by 
them could carry out .his 
promised programme amid 
stability." a presidential spokes- 
man quoted Roh as saying. “But 
the hope failed to come true. 

“Many difficulties can be 
expected now,” Roh said, adding 
that political stability is a “major 
national task.'* 

“I will honour the popular will 
shown in the elections and do my 
best to run the state without a 
hitch,” be said. 


World 
Court rules 
against 
America 

THE HAGUE. Netherlands. 
April 27, (AP): The World Court 
has ruled against the United 
Slates' attempt to unilaterally 
shut down the PLO's mission in 
New York. 

The ruling implicitly condem- 
ned the US move to dose the 
PLO mission to the United 
Nations, by supporting the Lflvi 
position that the dispute must be 
submitted to independent 
arbitration. 

But a United Nations official 
said he was not optimistic that 
the United Slates would comply 
with the court's ruling. 

“The court unanimously is of 
the opinion that the United 
States of America, as a party to 
the headquarters agreement of 
26 June 1947, is under an obliga- 
tion .... to enter into arbitration 
of the dispute between the 
United Slates of America and the 
United Nations," said the ruling 
by the 1 5 judges of the court, the 
judicial arm of the United 
Nations. 

Specifies 

The headquarters agreement, 
a pact between the Truman 
administration and the UN, 
specifies that disputes emanating 
from the functioning of its New 

. York headquarters are subject to 
arbitration by a three-member 
panel. 

Under that treaty, diplomats 
of UN member nations and 
organisations with observer 
status are guaranteed the right to 
operate unhindered in New 
York-. . 

A senior US official said that 
the World Court order for the 
United Stales to submit to 
arbitration is premature. 

State Department spokesman 
Charles Redman said that even 
before the court ruled, Washing- 
ton bad argued that action by the 
International Court of Justice in 
the Hague was “premature 
because the issue is still subject© 
litigation here." 

Submit 

Carl-August Fleischhauer. the 
UN's Undersecretary-General 
for Legal Affairs, said he was not 
optimistic that the United Slates 
would submit to arbitration, 
considering the Reagan adminis- 
tration's recent record of non- 
compliance with the court’s rul- 
ings. 

UN press secretary Francois 
Giuliani said the advisory opin- 
ion of the World Court, which 
was sought by the UN General 
Assembly, confirmed that the 
UN legal analysis was correct.

Dukakis heads for showdown with Vicej-President 


Bush clinches nomination

PHILADELPHIA, April 27, 
(Agencies): George Bush and 
Michael Dukakis headed toward 
an autumn showdown after the 
Vicei-President won enough 
delegates to become the 
Republican presidential 
nominee and Dukakis claimed a 
big boost toward being the 
Democrats’ choice. 

Dukakis shied away from 
claiming the nomination after 
yesterday’s Pennsylvania 

primary, but he and Bush were 
already testing themes for the fall 
campaign, attacking each other 
on taxes and foreign policy. 

Jesse Jackson, despite being 
overwhelmed by a 2-1 margin in 
the first one-on-one primary of 
the 1988 Democratic campaign, 
said: "We’re inspired to run on.” 

With the nomination in hand 
for Bush, President Reagan, free 
to drop his neutrality, was meet- 
ing with his vice president today. 

Margin 

Bush won about 80 per cent of 
the vote. He now has 1.164 
nominating delegates, according 
to an estimate by the NBC telev- 
ision network. He needs 1,139 to 
be nominated at his party's 
August convention in New 
Orleans. 

With 94 percent of the Penn- 
sylvania votes counted. Massa- 
chusetts Governor Dukakis led 
the Rev. Jackson, the first black 
to make a major bid for the

presidency, by 67 to 28 per cent 
and won by large margins among 
all groups except blacks. 

The contest split along racial 
lines with Jackson winning more 
than 95 percent of the black vote 
but just 15 per cent of white 
votes, according to television 
network polls of voters after they 
cast their ballots. 

That combination gave Jack- 
son primary .victories against 
multi-candidate fields in several 
states with large black popula- 
tions. but ter-— him well short in 


two-man contests. 

Dukakis also stretched his 
lead in the race for national 
nominating delegates by winning 
more than 150 of the 178 
delegates at stake here. 

Stopped 

Dukakis has now chalked up 
consecutive primary victories in 
Connecticut, Wisconsin, New 
York and Pennsylvania to halt a 
brief Jackson surge that began 
after the baptist minister’s land- 
slide win in the March 26 


Michigan caucuses. 

Prior to yesterday’s voting, 
NBC gave Dukakis a 1,098-857 
lead over Jackson in the race for 
the 2,082 delegates needed to win 
the nomination at the party’s 
July convention. 

Other estimates showed a 
similar Dukakis lead and 
political experts say he will be 
almost impossible to stop. 

But Dukakis, 54, refused to lay 
claim to the nomination. 

He told a Boston news con- 
ference that his victory was a 
“very big boost”, but responded 
with a curt "no, I don’t” when 
asked if he now had the nomina- 
tion wrapped up. 

Bush claimed victory even 
before the day’s voting ended 
and said he could now prepare 
for a general election race against 
Dukakis that polls say should be 
close. 

Atacampaign stop in Indiana, 
he said Pennsylvania was “a 
major milestone for me and shift- 
ing of gears in one sense and that 
is I would have a little more time 
to spend getting ready one-on- 
one with whoever the democratic 
nominee is.” 

He had only a token challenge 
from former television evangelist 
Pat Robertson, who remains an 
official candidate but did not 
campaign here. Bush's top rival. 
Senate Republican leader Bob 
Dole, gave up last month after a 
series of defeats.

Heart attack Trial of Duvalier: 



patients 
need 3 days 
in hospital 

NEW YORK, April 27, 
( Reuter): Patients who suffered a 
simple heart attack may be able 
to leave hospital after three days, 
instead of seven to 10, greatly 
reducing the cost of treatment, 
according to a report in the New 
England Journal of Medicine. 

However, an editorial ha the 
same issue warned that the study 
was not sufficient to justify any 
sweeping changes in the way 
heart attack patients are now 
being treated, 

Dr Eric Topol and colleagues 
at the University of Michigan 
Medical Centre in Ann Arbor 
wrote in the April 28 issue of the 
journal that “in carefully selected 
patients with uncomplicated 
myocardial infarction, hospital 
discharge after three days is feasi- 
ble and leads to a substantial 
reduction in hospital charges.” 

Savings 

It added: “A conservative 
estimate based on a total of 
750,000 patients per year hosp- 
italised in the United States for 
acute myocardial infarction, 15 
per cent of them meeting the 
criteria for early discharge would 
result in a 280 million-dollar sav- 
ing.” 

The editorial, written by Dr 
Gregory Curfman, a deputy 
editor of the journal, said, 
however. “This single study is 
not sufficient to justify sweeping 
changes in current management 
practices for all patients who 
may at first appear to have 
uncomplicated infarctions.” 

Topol and his colleagues, 
while acknowledging that fur- 
ther, larger, studies are needed to 
confirm their results, found that 
selected patients can be released 
after only three days of hospital- 
isation and this results in savings 
in hospital and doctor costs. 

Advantage 

They also noted that the 
acceleration of the return to 
work would clearly amplify the 
economic advantage of early 
hospital discharge.” 

TTie report said: "The substan- 
tial reduction in hospital and 
professional charges for tbe 
patients assigned to discharge on 
day 3 resulted chiefly from the 
decrease in hospital room costs. 


warning to dictators 


PARIS, April .27, (Reuter): A 
French court’s decision to try 
ousted Haitian dictator Jean- 
Claude Duvaiier on charges he 
stole millions from his Caribbean 
nation was a warning to other 
deposed strongmen, a lawyer for 
Haiti said on Tuesday. 

Yanu Colin said the jud- 
gement delivered on Monday by 
an Aix-en-Provence appeal court 
constituted "a world first and a 
message to other deposed dic- 
tators.” 

‘This derision should bring 
with it a new development for 
international law,” said Colin. 

“People were waiting for the 
judgement, particularly in the 
United States where the sa m e 
problems have arisen with (Fer- 
dinand) Marcos of the Philip- 
pines,” said Colin. 

The Philippine government 
has instituted legal action to 
recover funds it says were 
illegally taken by the deposed 
Philippine president, now in exile 
in Hawaii. 

Meanwhile, • Duvaher’s 
lawyer, Sauveur Vaisse, said he 
intended to file suit against the 


appeal court decision. 

It reversed a ruling by a lower 
court in Grasse last year that it 
could not hear the cml suit 
because it cocnerned a foreign 
citizen and accusations of traua 
outside France. 

“This can only be a political 
trial," said Vaisse “French 
courts should not be washing 
Haiti’s dirty linen." 

Duvaiier and other members 
of his family are accusal of hav- 
ing siphoned off $120 million 
from batiks, government agen- 
cies and the state lottery while 
“Baby Doc” ruled the impoveri- 
shed nation as president for life. 

Lawyers representing the new 
Haitian government are pressing 
both civil and criminal suits 
agains t Duvaiier, who has lived 
in a luxurious Riviera villa since 
he fled here in 1986. 

Detectives who last week 
made a court-ordered inventory 
of the villa in the criminal inves- 
tigation found gold ingots and 
bank documents that may 
explain how Duvaiier has finan- 
ced his lifestyle while having no 
apparent means of income.

“I would rather have a good 
agreement which took a longer 
time that we could have con- 
fidence in than one which was not 
quite right," Thatcher said. 

President Reagan will visit 
Moscow May 29 to June '2 to 
meet with Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev. 

Thatcher, 62. said free trade, 
East-West relations, terrorism 
and agriculture will be major 
topics lo be discussed at the 
Toronto summit of Western 
industrialised democracies June 
19-21. 

The main task faring the atten- 
ding countries will be to seek 
ways to ensure stable growth of 
the world economy, she said, 
adding the prescription for a 
healthy world economy includes 
keeping inflation down, con- 
trolling budget deficits and 
reducing trade barriers. 
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Afghan Defence Minister, 
Lieutenant General Mohammad 
Rail, said government forces 
would continue the fight to 
defend the country’s revolution 
against mujahedeen rebels, 
backed by Western and Islamic 
countries. 

Journalists in the Afghan 
capital said opinions differ on 
whether President Najibuilah 
and his People's Democratic 
Party of Afghanistan (PDPA) 
can survive after the Soviet 
pullout and, if so, for how long. 

Soviet soldiers interviewed 
there said they felt therebels were 
stronger now than before. "They 
have gained experience over the 
last nine years and they have bet- 
ter equipment." remarked one 
conscript on patrol in Kabul, 
who said he had been battle out- 
side the capital. 

Condemn 

An Afghan guerrilla leader, 
pledging the battles would go on, 
condemned what he termed a 
decade of destruction in the con- 
flict between Kabul forces and 
the rebels. 

“The blood of our people has 
burned for 10 years in this cruel 
war,” said Gulbuddin Hek- 


matyar. leader of a seven-party 
alliance based in Pakistan. 

He told a news conference in 
Peshawar, Pakistan, that since 
the April 1978 coup brought the 
PDPA to power, 1.3 million 
Afghans had been killed in fight- 
ing, 1.5 million had been crip- 
pled, five million had become 
refugees in exile and 70 per cent 
of the country's arable land had 
been made barren. 

Hekmatyar dismissed an offer 
by Najibuilah to create a 
demilitarised zone on Afghanis- 
tan's border with Pakistan to 
allow the three million refugees 
living in Pakistan to return home 
safely. 

He said the guerrillas would 
not “waste time’* attacking 
isolaLed outposts after the Soviet 
withdrawal but would go 
straight for the major towns. 

He said the military committee 
of the alliance was planning to 
seize a major centre “in the near 
future.” 

Western analysts in Islamabad 
say Najibuilah ’s government has 
evacuated a number of outlying 
centres to consolidate the 
Army's firepower against the 
mujahedeen ahead of the start of 


the withdrawal. 

The Soviet Union warned 
Pakistan that it would be break- 
ing the Geneva accord if it con- 
tinued sheltering Afghan rebel 
groups on its territory or provid- 
ing them with arms or funds. 

UniLed Nations, Seeretaiy- 
General Javier Perez de Cuellar 
said yesterday that critics of the 
United Nations-sponsored 
Afghan settlement were mean 
and might be trying to under- 
mine the accord. 

“J think the international com- 
munity has to be grateful for 
what the United Nations, with 
the concurrence of the two par- 
lies, has done,” he told reporters 
in an apparent reference to Afgh- 
anistan and Pakistan. 

Observers 

The Security Council has 
agreed to send UN observers to 
monitor the settlement including 
the Soviet troop withdrawal, 
Perez de Cuellar said.

“Hollywood Wives” and 
rock star, and sister of TV 
actress Joan Collins.

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Soviets 
‘leading’ in 
submarine 
technology 

LONDON, April 27, (UPI): The 
Soviet Union may be moving 
ahead of the United Stales in the 
area of submarine communica- 
tions because of their single-min- 
ded, attitude to resolving 
problems, according to a new 
edition of Jane's Military Com- 
munications. 

In his foreward lo the auth- 
oritative military annual for 
release today, editor John 
Williamson said the United 
States has a lead in research into 
future submarine communica- 
tions technologies such as lasers. 

But he said the US develop- 
ments are going ahead in several 
different directions and run the 
risk, of suffering funding cuts. 

“The USSR, which to date has 
not been constrained to take 
public opinion into account, nor 
to accommodate the views and 
concerns of environmentalists, 
may have stolen a march on the 
Nato allies,” Williamson said. 

Frequency 

He said this was because there 
was a report that Moscow has 
equipped all ils nuclear missile- 
armed submarines with 
Extremely Low Frequency 
(ELF), an advanced submarine 
communications technology. 

Jane's said communications 
with submarines was important 
because 48 per cent of the US 
arsenal of nuclear warheads and 
30 per cent of the Soviet arsenal 
are mounted on submarine-laun- 
ched ballistic missiles. 

Williamson said evaluation of 
the strengths of these sub-laun- 
ched missile forces does not 
depend simply on warhead 
count. 

He said that one of the critical 
considerations “is the effective- 
ness of the communications sys- 
tems which link the various sub- 
marine fleets with their com- 
mand centres ashore.” 

“Moreover,” he said, “some 
observers argue, that in sharp 
contrast to other sectors, the 
Soviets are building up a sig- 
nificant lead in one of thecurrent 
submarine communications 
technologies, while the USA has 
on the one hand mounted 
demonstrations of superior tech- 
nologies, it has also dissipated its 
advantage by trying to advance 
simultaneously in several dif- 
ferent directions."

Twenty- one women were among 
28 miners killed in a gas 
explosion in a northeast China 
coal mine, despite a national 
policy against allowing women 
to work in mines, the official 
China Daily said today. 

The newspaper said the 
accident occurred in February at 
the Qianjin mine, a collective 
operation in Heilongjiang 
province. Poor management and 
inadequate ventilation were 
blamed for the explosion. 

It was the first time that an 
accident involving women min- 
ers has been reported, the daily 
said. 

Although there is no law ban- 
ning women from working in 
mines, state-run mines have long 
observed a policy that women 
should not work underground. 

But the newspaper said 
smaller collective mines, which 
have sprung up around the coun- 
try in recent years under China's 
economic reform policies, have 
ignored the policy.

aspartic add, and significant 
lowering of cysteine in both 
groups but not in healthy 
individuals of the same age and 
sex. 

Clues 

This kind of research, says 
Abu Lisan, could in the future 
provide some clues as to how to 
fortify the body's metabolism 
against the virus or even how to 
prevent the virus from penetrat- 
ing a cell. 

But the sdentist is somewhat 
handicapped by a small number 
of specimens in Kuwait which 
has only 15 AIDS carriers. 

However, Abu lisan says that 
provisional contacts he has 
established with sdentists in 
France and the US are encourag- 

sufjstantiate^^y those from 
countries with a larger number of 


AIDS patients. 

In another research project, 
Abu Lisan has discovered 
increased levels of phenylalanine 
in AIDS carriers but not in heal- 
thy individuals or homosexuals. 
This phenylalanine can be used 
as a possible marker for identify- 
ing seropositive HIV patients. 

Phenylalanine is an amino 
add related to neurological dis- 
orders. If it is established that all 
AIDS patients suffer from sig- 
nificantly elevated levels of phen- 
ylalanine, then the mental tor- 
ment they are known to suffer 
could possibly be modified by 
drastically redudng the levels of 
the ami no add in the patient's 
body, says Abu Lisan. 

He will present both the 
research papers at the Fourth 
International Conference on 
AIDS to be held in Stockholm 
from June 12 to 16.

Under the new specifications 
the General Customs Depart- 
ment or the local agent of the 
exporting company will inform 
lab officials at the Department of 
Environmental Protection when 
tobacco shipments arrive. 

After haring the tobacco tes- 
ted the importer must submit an 
affidavit showing that he will not 
market the tobacco until the test 
results have been reported. The 
exporting company's local agent 
is responsible for collecting the 
test results. 

If the test results prove negtive, 
the importer will have a two- 
month period in which to re- 
export the tobacco to the 
producer or have it disposed of 
under the supervision of Kuwait 
Municipality and the Consumer 
Protection Department 

Specifications allow agents to 
apply for re-testing at unofficial 
laboratories.

US embassies on high alert 


Secure air travel 
briefing guide

AMERICAN citizens in Kuwait 
have been handed a set of written 
guidelines to help them cope with 
perils of being taken hostage by 
air pirates. 

The “Secure Air Travel Brief- 
ing Guide” containing proven 
techniques developed from the 
case histories on numerous avia- 
tion-related security incidents, 
originally distributed by the US 
embassy more than a month ago, 
resurfaced after the Kuwait Air- 
ways flight KU 422 was hijacked 
on April 5. 

The document was first made 
available at one of the regular 
bimonthly meetings with 
representative citizens who were 
urged to take the lips and share 
them with other people, the 
embassy spokesman said. 

The guide ofTers tips on how to 
deal with the hijackers, fellow 
passengers and questioning, and 
how to prepare for violence. It 
urges the travellers to remain 
calm and conserve their strength, 
not to behave in a provocative 
manner, and to avoid eye contact 
with the hijackers and drawing 
attention to themselves. 

The travellers are advised not 
to volunteer to do anything and 
not to make requests unless 
absolutely necessary, but to lis- 
ten carefully and follow the ins-’ 
tructi ons of the hijackers without 
indicating agreement or dis- 
agreement. 

In a set of pre-flight guidelines 


the travellers are advised to leave 
at home documents indicating 
their wealth, controversial tides, 
their company name, and party 
membership, or providing sen- 
sitive information and addresses 
or telephone numbers of next of 
kin and associates in controver- 
sial countries. 

A passport that shows exten- 
sive overseas travel can also be 
considered a provocative item, 
the guide says. 

US citizens who have made 
many visits to the same country 
or have travelled to controversial 
countries such as Israel and 
South Africa can obtain new pas- 
sports for USS3 5. 

Evacuated 

Kuna adds: American embas- 
sies around the world, especially 
those in the Middle East, have 
been put on a high stare of alert 
for fear of terrorist attacks, 
administration officials said in 
Washington. 

In one American embassy, in 
Kabul, Afghanistan, some 
embassy staffers have been 
evacuated while US embassy 
staff members were ordered to 
leave their residences and tem- 
porarily move into the embassy 
building. 

The preventive measures, 
details of which were not dis- 
closed, were ordered in the wake 
of the US-Iranian clashes in the 
Gulf last week and the sub- 
sequent Iranian threats of 
revenge against Americans and 
their properties all over the 
world.

By contrast the desserts were 
disappointing consisting of 
fresh, but rather synthetic tast- 
ing gateaux, artificially 
flavoured mousses, custards, 
fruit jellies, ALaif, nut-filled 
pastries and other Arabic des- 
serts. 

Service at the Tent leaves a 
lot to be desired. For each 
separate course you have to 
remember to fetch cutlery and 
napkin from the buffet, as the 
tables are unlaid. Even when 
the restaurant was almost 
empty the waiters didn't come 
forward to help with the heavy 
fids of the chafing dishes. They 
were prompt in removing dirty 
plates and in refilling glasses, 
though.

Soviets beef up 
Afghan positions 


By Earleen Fisher 

KABUL, ( AP): A Soviet convoy 
lumbeied out of Kabul shortly 
after daybreak Saturday on the 
road to Lowgar province, where 
Muslim rebel attacks have 
increased following the Geneva 
agreement on a Soviet withdr- 
awal from Afghanistan. 

Residents and Western 
diplomats in the Afghan capital 
say the movements appear aimed 
at resupplying existing Soviet 
positions nearest Kabul and the 
vulnerable Afghan Army. 

There is little sign in Kabul 
that Moscow's troops are leaving 
the country they entered more 
than eight years ago to prop up a 
Soviet-backed government. 

Foreign analysts in Kabul say 
this does not indicate the Soviets 
will not start the withdrawal on 
May IS as scheduled. Instead, 
they say the Soviets apparently 
anticipate increased rebel 
attacks in areas that will be the 
last to be vacated. 

Soviet watchposts on the road 
encircling Kabul show recent 
fortification. Fresh concrete and 
stonework surround Soviet sen- 
try posts. Bunkers are draped 
with camouflage netting that two 
Western diplomats said was not 
there two weeks ago. 

Pullout 

Kabul is expected to be one of 
the last two cities the Soviets 
leave before the Feb 15, 1989, 
deadline for final pullout. The 
other is Mazar-e-Sharif, 65 
kilometres (40 miles) south of the 
Soviet border. 

Kabul, hub of Soviet opera- 
tions, is 290 kilometres (180 
miles) south of the border, but 
the towering, snow-capped 
Hindu Kush Mountains he in 
between. 

Mazar-e-Sharif is a dusty and 
seemingly placid town on the 
plain along the Oxus River that 
forms the international boun- 
dary. 

The Soviet presence in 
Mazare-e-Sharif was apparent 
during a tightly supervised 7-1/2 
hour visit arranged by the 
Afghan government on Friday. 

Soviet Army fuel trucks were 
parked near 20 Afghan Air Force 
MiG-21 fighter planes at the air- 
port and storefronts carried 
Cyrillic lettering. A dozen Soviet 
soldiers were sighted, including 
those in a lank that chugged up to 
a chemical plant a few kilometres 
(miles) west of town. 

Western diplomats and 
Afghan officials, speaking on 
condition of anonymity, said the 


uilout probably will start in the 

oviets’ most exposed positions, 
including bases nearest the Pak- 
istani border. 

The alliance of seven Muslim 
guerrilla groups, whose 
headquarters are across the 
easily penetrable Afghan-Pakis- 
tani frontier, rejected the April 
14 Geneva pact because it does 
not guarantee a cutoff of Soviet 
aid to President Najib's govern- 
ment. 

Officials in Washington said 
the United States will not halt its 
arms supplies to the guerrillas 
until the Soviets stop supplying 
Najib's troops. 

Guerrilla activities, inducting 
bombings in Kabul, have 
increased since February with 
the approach of spring and the 
melting of snow in the Hindu 
Kush and other mountain ran- 
ges. 

According to the report com- 
piled by Western diplomats, 22 
bombs exploded in the capital in 
March, compared with 10 in 
February. The bombs included 
magnetic ones with timing 
devices that can be attached to 
vehicles, one diplomat said. 

Other guerrilla activities in 
recent weeks include cutting or 
severely limiting movement on 
roads linking Kabul with other 
major cities, the diplomat and 
residents said. 

The diplomat said the rebels 
cut the road to Ghazni. 120 
kilometres (75 miles) southwest 
of Kabul on April 14. A reporter 
who flew over the road a week 
later saw only a dozen vehides on 
a normally well-travelled area of 
the road. 

Lowgar province, which abuts 
the Kabul-Ghazni road, is “very 
insecure,” a Western source said. 

Fortified 

The Soviet convoy of more 
than 200 trucks and armoured 
vehicles that headed to Lowgar 
on Saturday were fortified 
against possible attack. 

Many of the trucks had metal 
plates that covered the lower half 
or the windshield on the driver's 
side and left only a brick-sized 
aperture on the passenger's side. 
The drivers, most of whom 
appeared to be in their teens or 
early twenties, wore helmets and 
flak jackets. 

Interspersed in the convoy 
were trucks mounted with anti- 
aircraft guns. Since the guerrillas 
do not have aircraft, the guns’ 
only use would be against targets 
on the ground — presumably 
guerrillas ensconced in (he 
mountains. 


Zimbabwe marches on 


Eight years of 
growing pains

HARARE, Zimbabwe, (UPl): 
Zimbabwe turned S years old 
recently with celebrations for its 
years of independence but 
worries about economic 
problems and runaway unem- 
ployment. 

President Robert Mugabe has 
all but eliminated party rivalry 
by merging his ruling Zanupf 
Parly with the Zimbabwe 
African Peoples Union, called 
Zapu, led by former opposition 
leader Joshua Nkomo. 

Mugabe and Nkomo signed a 
unity pact Dec 22 agreeing to 
merge their two parties and end 
more than 20 years of bitter 
rivalry. Mugabe promptly gave 
Nkomo and other Zapu leaders 
cabinet posts. 

Party supporters from both 
sides have unanimously endor- 
sed the unity agreement, paving 
the way for Mugabe to achieve 
his coveted goal of turning the 
country into a one-party state. 

One major issue remains to be 
resolved — the lineup of the new 
joint party’s central committee 
and the all-powerful politburo. 

Mugabe has been given the 
task of forming these two bodies 
from representatives of both par- 
ties but has not given the ratios, a 
decision vital to the success of the 
merger. 

Problems 

Yet even amid these problems 
and celebrations of eight years of 
independence, increasing econ- 
omic problems loom ever more 
strongly. They will not really be 
eased by the party- political 
accord. 

Government spokesmen and 
economic experts alike point 
increasingly to economic stum- 
bles and steeply rising unem- 


ployment This last is being 
regarded as a time bomb that 
could shatter Mugabe's hoped 
for a politically united and 
peaceful nation. 

The burgeoning education 
system is currently putting 
120,00 new job seekers on the 
market every year, about 70 per 
cent of them high school 
graduates or better. - 

But the economy is creating 
less than 7,000 jobs annually, a 
figure that continues to decline. 

Experts predict that Zimbab- 
we's unemployed will total a dan- 
gerous 1.2 million — in a country 

of9 million — by theeariy 1990s. 

Gloomy forecasts have prom- 
pted calls for relaxation of tight 
foreign exchange controls, a 
clear-cut and attractive invest- 
ment code and changes in the 
strict labour laws that have 
deterred the creation of new 
businesses. 

Critical 

These calls have come mainly 
from the while-dominated 
private business sector, which 
remains highly critical of govern- 
ment spending programmes, 
costly social changes and the 
ever-risingcosls of military aid to 
neighbouring Mozambique and 
its fight against anti-Marxist 
rebels. 

Since independence in 1980, 
there has been little foreign inves- 
tment in Zimbabwe, which was 
called Southern Rhodesia under 
British colonial rule and Prime 
Minister lan Smith's one-sided 
declaration of “independence." 

Making matters worse, inter- 
nal investors increasingly have 
put their money into profitable 
and sometimes tax-free invest- 
ment funds instead of new busin- 
esses that would create jobs.

US navarcorif rontatidn with Iran 
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WASHINGTON, (Kuna): The 
recent US-lranian hostilities in 
the Arabian Gulf last week con- 
stituted the most significant 
American naval surface action 
since the 1944 battle of Leyte 
Gulf, a military analysis said 
Sunday. 

Another, similar view noted 
the engagement — particularly 
the decision to use Chinese-made 
Silkworm missiles in violation of 
American warnings — was lar- 
gely the result of mounting Iran- 
ian frustration and setbacks in 
several spheres. * 

The New Y ork Times analysis 
said the naval confrontation was 
small by World War II stan- 
dards. But in just nine hours of 
combat it left 6 Iranian warships 
sunk or badly damaged, and a 
US combat helicopter lost and 
presumed shot down. 

Thus, the growing sophistica- 
tion of military hardware has 
made engagement like the one 
with Iran “tirae-and-cost effec- 
tive,” experts believe. 

That is, far ordnance than in 
previous conflicts now is needed 
to accomplish the same ends. 
Administration officials related 
that few American weapons were 
Fired at Iranian targets. 

Specialists told the paper the 
action recalled other recent bat- 
tles like the 1982 Falklands war 
and the mistaken Iraqi strike on 
the USS Stark. 

It was clear in both instances 
that a single missile could destroy 
or cripple a large ship, they 
noted. 

In World War II, ships were 
heavily armoured to help them

withstand the massive gunfire or 
torpedo attacks of the time. 

Bat now, some critics say. 
Navy ships are light-skinned and 
intended mainly as platforms for 
advanced missile systems — and 
not for battle-worthiness. 

That, and their complex and 
delicate electronics, make the 
new-style ships more vulnerable, 
the critics point out 

With the “first-shot” concept 
becoming crucial in modern 
naval warfare, US experts told 
the Times, that it was better to 
destroy missile sites on land 
before having to use fancy 
“counter-measures” to deflect or 
destroy en route the weapons 
they launch. 

The Washington Post also 
observed the US-lranian con- 
frontations illustrated important 
lessons for military planners and 
other students of warfare. 

But it concentrated on the 
motivation for the ferocious 
Iranian attacks — which the US 
had not expected and which one 
expert said resembled “angry 
bees pouring from a hive.” 


The Post analysis pointed, out 
several setbacks help explain - 
Iran’s willingness to make what : 
appears in the West as suicidal; 
attacks on the far-superior US’ 
Navy. L ' ; 

Iran has “counter-retaliated” 
with speedboat and other attacks, 
after the US pummelled two 
Iranian oil rigs. That action was 
in response to the recent mining - 
of a US Navy frigate with newly- 
planted Iranian mines. 

One is bitterness and humilia- 
tion from the sudden loss to Iraq 
of the strategic Faw peninsula, it 
said. 

Another explanation is the 
failure of the Kuwaiti hijacking 
— widely believed to have:had> 
Iranian -• government 
involvement — to achieve its 
stated goal. 

Also, the more than 100 devas- 
tating Iraqi missile strikes ozr 
Tehran helped increase Tran’s 
recklessness, the analysis argued. 

Iran now stands virtually 
isolated^ and widely scorned for 
its persistence in the eight-year 
Arabian Gulf war.

LJUBLJANA, Yugoslavia: 
When Mikhail Gorbachev toak 
glasnost to communist 
Y ugoslavia last month, he might 
have been surprised by a bit of 
browsing. 

In bookstore display win- 
dows, copies ofhis “Perestroika" 
are slacked next to translations 
of Chrysler boss Lee lacocca's 
autobiography. In newsstands, 
official publications reported 
Gorbachev's visit alongside len- 
gthy articles about the Armenian 
demonstrations back in the 
Soviet Union. 

“Gorbachev and glasnost are 
just cosmetics,” sneers Robert 
Botteni, editor of Mladina, the 
official journalist of the Sloven- 
ian Socialist Youth Alliance. “I 
don't think any leader in the 
Soviet bloc could stand our type 
of press.” 

To brash Yugoslavs, glasnost 
means not just openness about 
government actions. buLchallen- 
gingthem. 

In an edition last month. 
Mladina savaged the once sacred 
Army, denouncing Defence

Minister Branko Mamula as 
“the merchant of death.” the 
magazine advised the minister, 
who recently visited Ethiopia, lo 
sell food, not arms, to hungry 
Ethiopians, and wrote an 
editorial catling for his resigna- 
tion. Its title: “Mamula go 
home.” 

Criticised 

“Find me any country in Wes- 
tern Europe where officials are so 
criticised." challenges Bozidar 
Dikic. a journalist at the Bel- 
grade daily Polilika. “And find 
me a nother country where public 
opinion becomes so electrified by 
the newspapers." 

Indeed.' the Yugoslav press 
packs a punch. Last autumn, 
journalists from the Belgrade 
parly daily Borba uncovered a 
financial scandal concerning the 
Agrokomerc agricultural firm. 
They pursued the story, reveal- 


ing illegal ties between the firm 
and eminent politicians. The 
charges forced Vice President 
Hamdija Pozderac to resign. 

“Without the press, there 
would never have been an 
Agrokomerc," a Western 
diplomat said. When journalists 
begin holding unelected func- 
tionaries accountable for their 
actions, “it's an important 
advance for civil liberties." 

No one dictated the increased 
freedom of the press. No new law 
enshrined it. Rather, the free- 
wheeling - journalism results in 
large part from the power 
vacuum that followed the death 
in 1980 of Yugoslavia's longtime 
leader Josip Broz Tito. 

“Ten years ago, if a newspaper 
said something Tito didn't like 
then, there would be a telephone 
call to the newspaper and it 
would stop.'* recalls the 


diplomat. “Now there is nobody 
who can make the call.” 

Tito bequeathed Yugoslavia a 
decentralised political system, 
wi th each communist party in the 
six republics and two auton- 
omous provinces runningits own 
newspaper and television sta- 
tions. He also bequeathed his 
country an economic mess. 

“After Tito's death, we were 
left with his disastrous legacy — 
a S20 billion debt, high inflation, 
high interest rates,” explains 
Moyca Mut ko of the Slovenian 
weekly magazine Teleks. “Jour- 
nalists couldn’t help but notice 
these unhappy circumstances.” 

Gradually, the press began 
breaking down once restrictive 
self-censorship.

At pairs, you see the chance for 
an extra overtrick. You can cross to 
dummy with the king of diamonds, 
discard a club on the ace of hearts 
and then, lead a trump, scoring-two 
overtricks. You must go for it, and 
the fact that East ruffs away the 
king of diamonds, gets to his part- 
ner with the ace of clubs and then 
scores another diamond ruff for a 
one-trick set is just unfortunate. 

After all, that should be an aver- 
age score, and that’s what makes 
bridge such a fas cinating game.

HOW many humps does a 
camel have? 

Be careful — there is no 
correct answer to this 
seemingly simple question. 
Some camels have two 
humps while others have 
but one. Moreover, certain 
members of the camelidae 
family (the alpacas, guan- 
acos, llamas, and vicunas 
of South America) lack 
humps. 

Zoologists — students 
of animal life — have 
named the single-humped 
camel Camelus 

dromedarius. Because this 
animal was probably first 
domesticated in ancient 
Arabia, it is commonly 
called the Arabian camel. 
It is also known as the 
dromedary. However, it is 
incorrect to call all 
Arabian camels 

dromedaries. Technically, 
a dromedary is a special 
breed of one-humped 
camel trained to run at top 
speed while carrying a 
rider. 

The doulbe-bumped 
camel’s scientific name is 
Camelus bactrianus. 


because it may have been 
domesticated first in Bac- 
tria (the classical name of a 
valley in northern Afghan- 
istan). Popularly called the 
Bactrian camels, they are 
more ponderous though 
not as tall as their single- 
humped kin. Over the cen- 
turies two-humped camels 
have developed physical 
characteristics that enable 
them to work long hours in 
extremely cold tem- 
peratures. Similarly, the 
Arabian camels have 
become ideally adapted to 
life in the desert. 

Until comparatively 
recent times the majority 
of zoologists were convin- 
ced that Arabian and Bac- 
trian camels were two dis- 
tinct species. One reason 
for this belief was the 
unquestioned assumption 
that Arabian and Bactrian 
camels d.'d not interbreed. 
However, modem inves- 
tigation has revealed that 
camel breeders in the Mid- 
dle East and Asia have 
mated one-humped and 
two-humped camels for 
centuries. It has also been 


learned that the offspring 
of such matings are highly 
prized because they are 
heavier and more vigorous 
than either parent. 

Today, most authorities 
consider Arabian and Bac- 
trian camels geographic 
race sof a single species. 
This is not only because the 
two interbreed but also 
because, with the excep- 
tion of the Bactrian’s sligh- 
tly shorter leg bones, their 
skeletons are so similar 
that experts examining 
fossilized camel bones 
from areas where both 
races once lived are unable 
to tell whether the bones 
are those of a one- or two- 
humped camel. 

Because of the dis- 
similarity in the 

appearance of Arabian 
ana Bactrian camels, early 
scientists could justify clas- 
sifying them as two distinct 
species. But the difference 
in humps is more apparent 
than real. Anatomists have 
discovered that the 
Arabian camel has an 
imperfectly developed 
anterior hump.

Where to find teak 

Teak is wood obtained 
from a type of tree known 
as Tectona. It is one of the 
most valuable woods 
because it is extremely 
hard and durable and can 
withstand the attacks of 
insects which bore holes 
into other kinds of wood 
and spoil them. The stren- 
gth or teak comes from an 
essential oil present in the 
wood. 

Tectona trees grow only 
in the dense forests of 
equatorial regions. It is dif- 
ficult to transport the trees 
from these forests and for 
this reason teak is very 
expensive. 

Burma produces most of 
the world’s supply of teak, 
with India, Thailand, Java 


Asia 


and Sri Lanka (formerly 
Ceylon) coming next. 

Teak trees grow to an 
average height of 20 
metres, although mature 
trees of 100 years old or 
more can reach 30 to 40 
metres. The bark of the tree 
is about a centimetre thick 
and is brownish grey in 
colour. The sapwood is 
white and beneath this is 
the heartwood which has a 
strong aromatic fragrance 
and is a golden brown 
colour, which on season- 
ing darkens to brown 
marked with darker 
streaks. 

In warm countries teak 
is chiefly valued for its 


durability. Well-preserve 
teak beams have beei 
found in buildings severs 
centuries old and there ar 
instances of teak beam 
having lasted for - mor 
than 1,000 years. ' 
Teak is used in buildin] 
ships and houses and alsi 
for fine furniture and wooi 
camngs. a great 'deal c 
teak js shaved -into ver 
tlun slices, called veneers 
which are stuck to fur 
niture made from other 
cheaper woods. It wasono 
used to make the decks o 
saihng ships because it di<

Oil producers propose 5pc cut in exports 


VIENNA, Austria, April 27. 
(AP)’. Seven independent oil- 
| producing nations, seeking to 
j help Opec boost oil prices, 
j proposed late yesterday that

! 5 per cent, Mexico’s oil minister 
: said. 

Rilwanu Lukman, the 
Nigerian president of the 13- 
nation organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries, 
called the offer “a good begin- 
ning.” 

Analysts said the proposal, if 
implemented, could reverse the 
recent decline in oil prices caused 
by excess supplies. 

Positive 

“If they agreed to it, it would 
be very positive,” for the oil 
market, said Paul Mlotok, an 
analyst for the investment firm 
Salomon Brothers Inc., who was 
in Vienna to observe the oil talks. 

The Mexican Oil Minister, 
Fernando Hiriart, told reporters 
that he had-proposed the 5 per 
cent cutin oil exports on behalf of 
Mexico and the six other 
independent producers: Egypt, 
China, Colombia, Malaysia, 
Oman and Angola. 

Speaking through an inter- 
preter early this morning, Hiriart 
said the 5 percent cut by the non- 
Opec group would amount to 
about 200,000 bands a day. 

He said it was not clear exactly 
how the 5 per cent reduction for 
Opec would be expressed in 
actual barrels per day.

Riyad Bank 
reports 
increase in 
’87 profit 

BAHRAIN, April 27, (Reuter): 
Riyad Bank, Saudi Arabia's 
second largest commercial bank, 
reported yesterday an increase in 
1987 net profit and announced a 
split inshares. 

The bank said net profit dur- 
ing a shortened, 1 0-month repor- 
tm^year ended . December 31; 
5987prose to 155.4 million riyals 
($41 ,4 million). 

.The Jeddah-based bank is 
switching its reporting period 
from thelunar Islamic year to the 
Gregorian calendar year used by 
the kingdom’s nine joint-venture 
banks. 

Net profit for the full Islamic 
year ended February 28, 1987, 
was 167.7 million riyals ($45 
million) but for comparison the 
bank also gave an adjusted profit 
figure of 1 40. 6 million riyals ($37 
million) for the period. 

Profits 

The figures match a trend of 
improved 1987 profits among 
Saudi banks, which since the 
early 1 980s have been hit by fall- 
ing oD revenues and an inability 
to collect many of their loans. 

A statement released with 
Riyad Bank's balance sheet said 
the bank had received approval 
for a share split. Shares now 
carrying a face value of 1,000 
riyais ($267) are to be divided 
into 10 shares each with a face 
value oflO riyals. 

• The lank said it would also 
increase its capital to 200 million 
riyals ($53 million) from 50 
million riyals ($14 million) by

Iraq opens 
doors for 
Arab 

investments 

BAGHDAD, April 27, 
(Opecna): Iraq has allocated 
SI 1.50 billion for its 1988 invest- 
ment plan, with 42 per cent to go 
to agriculture and industry. 

Under the plan, 1,988 projects 
will be implemented, including 
135 in agriculture, 207 in indus- 
try, 209 in transport and com- 
munications, 467 in construction 
and public services and 203 in 
education. 

“By welcoming Arab invest- 
ments in Iraq, we are motivated 
by purely pan-Arab motives and 
not by circumstantial needs, 
because Iraq is not a poor coun- 
try.” 

Investment 

It was with these words that on 
June 9, 1987, President Saddam 
Hussein initiated a campaign to 
encourage Arab investments m 
Iraq, a country with vast natural 
resources and growing economic 
potential. _ . 

According to Iraqi Minister oj 
Planning, Dr Samal Majeed 
Faraj, investments are welcome 
in industry, agriculture, tounsn»« 
and public services. 

Describing the new law as a 
model to encourage inter-Arab 
investments, he said it would 
effectively contribute to Arab 
economic integration.

He declined to say what Mex-

offer. 

“We are ready lo implement 
these measures when we find the 
adequate proportional response 
from Opec," he said, adding that 
this meant a “volume cut 
equivalent to 5 per cent of its 


exports." 

Opec exports about 14 million 
barrels of its collective oil 
production of between 17 5 
million and 18 million barrels a 
day. Thus a 5 per cent cut would 
appear to mean an export loss of 
700,000 barrels daily. 


The uon-Opec group was 
scheduled to meet again this 
afternoon with representatives 
of the six Opec countries for a 
final day of closed -door delibera- 
tions. 

Arturo Hernandez Grisanti. 
the Venezuelan Oil Minister, told 
reporters that the six Opec 
officials were not authorised to 
make any derisions od the non- 
Opec offer. He said details of the 
proposal would be passed on to a 
meeting of all 13 Opec countries 
in Vienna tomorrow. 

Production 

Opec itself is sharply divided 
about whether it should reduce 
its oil production, although iLhas 
long welcomed the prospect of 
collaborative efforts by indepen- 
dent oil-producing nations. 

If joint action were under- 
taken it would mark the first such 
accord with outside oil 
producers in Opec’s 28-year his- 
tory. 

One of the main obstacles to an 
Opec agreement on reducing its 
oil output is the refusal oflraq to 
cooperate. It is noL party to an 
existing Opec production-limit- 
ing agreement because it was 
denied its demand for a produc- 
tion quota equal to that of Iran. 
The two nations have been at war 
since 1980. 

Iraq is believed to be pumping 
at least 2.5 million barrels daily, 
more than any other Opec mem- 
ber excepL Saudi Arabia. Iran 
produces roughly 2 million 
barrels daily.

US economy pleases White House

The statistics showed 2.3 per 
cent growth, slower than the 4.8 
percent pace chalked up between 
October and December but a far 
cry from the recession that some 
doomsayers had predicted after 
Wall Street crashed on October 
19. 


Fears of inflation also seemed 
misplaced. Prices rose 2.4 per 
cent between January and 
March, compared with 2.7 per 
cent in the previous quarter. 

“The GNP data released this 
morning confirm our view that 
neither outlook is in the cards,” 
Sprinkel said. 

Exports 

. • Private economists werfe also 
impreSsed with the combination 
of moderate growth and low 
inflation. But, with less of an 
interest than Sprinkel in accen- 
tuating the positive, they also 
dwelt on the dark spots in the 
report. 

Large stockpiles of unsold 
goods may prompt manufac- 
turers lo scale back production in 
coming weeks, and strong con- 
sumer demand could cause infla- 
tion to bubble up, they said. 

In particular, economists were 


disappointed that net exports 
rose only $3.6 billion between 
January and March. 

"The contraction in the trade 
deficit was very meagre,” Kath- 
leen Stephansen, an economist 
with Donaldson, Lufkin and 
Jenrette, a New York investment 
banking firm, told Reuters. 

Along with the $40.3 billion 
jump in spending (excluding 
government purchases of farm 
commodities), the figures sug- 
gested that consumer demand 
remains strong, more imports 
will be sucked in and the trade 
gap will close only slowly. 

“Improvements will be mar- 
ginal. There will be no miracle 
months in trade,” said Harold 
Nathan, an economist at Wells 
Fargo Bank in San Francisco. 

To be sure, Americans 
produced more than they con- 
sumed in the first quarter, in 


effect reducing their standard of 
living to reduce the $170 billion 
US trade jpp and to start paying 
off the nauon's foreign debt, now 
over $400 billion. 

Progress 

But economists question 
whether the progress will be 
q uick enough to satisfy the finan- 
cial markets. If the markets 
become impatient, they could 
force the dollar lower and 
interest rates higher, increasing 
the chances of a recession and 
stock market crash that would 
swiftly slash US living standards. 

The administration hopes to 
put off the day of reckoning for 
the twin budget and trade dificits 
until after November’s general 
election because if the economy 
thrives Vice-President George 
Bush will have a better chance of 
holding onto the White House 
for the Republicans. 


A further complication for 
Opec is Saudi Arabia's decision 
this week to severe diplomatic 
relations with Iran. Although 
this was not expected to stop the 
oil ministers of both countries 
from sitting together at Lhe Opec 
negotiating table, it could cast a 
dark shadow over efforts to 
agree on organisation policy 
moves. 

Talks 

Regardless of the outcome of 
Opec's talks with the indepen- 
dent prod ucers, members ofboth 
groups said the meetings were 
important for the long-term 
development of the world oil 
market. 

“It is the beginning of a new 
stage of cooperation between a 
large number of oil-producing 
countries,” Hiriart said. “It is 
hoped that other countries will 
join in the effort.” 

Earlier, the Venezuelan oil 
minister criticised what he called 
US government attacks on 
Opec’s efforts to win coopera- 
tion from independent oil 
producers. 

Hernandez referred to com- 
ments by US Energy Secretary 
John Harrington last week that 
talks such as those in Vienna 
were “domed to failure.” 

“Opec is making efforts to 
stabilise the oil market, and this 
stability is in the interests of 
everybody, including con- 
sumers,” he told reporters, 
adding that this was true “ even 
in the case of the United States.” 


Austrian crude 
output steadily 
falling 

VIENNA, April 27, (Opecna): 
Austria's domestic crude 
production is steadily decreas- 
ing, according to statistics 
released here. 

Shell Austria's bi-monthly 
news journal “Erdoel” says in its 
latest issues that Austrian crude 
output has fallen from 2.80 
million tonnes in 1970 to 1.06' 
million last year. 

The. national Austrian oil 
company, Oemv, produced 
823,604 tonnes of that amount 
with rag (owned equally by Shell 
and Mobil) accounting for 
207,273 tonnes and the Van 
Sickle Company the remaining 
31.694 tonnes. 

The report noted that the 
traditional eastern oilfields, 
which date back to the 1930s, 
accounted for 894.291 tonnes of 
crude while the central fields, 
which have been in operation 
since 1946, produced 168,280 
tonnes. 


Japan sees little hope of solving Most countries set trade 


microchip pact dilemma 


barriers for farm crops 


TOKYO, April 27, (Reuter): 
Japanese officials left for 
Washington today for talks on a 
disputed microchip pact, but 
have little chance of ending US- 
West European conflict on the 
issue, a Japanese trade official 
said. 

Japan wants to end dis- 
agreement over a ruling last 
month by a General Agreement 
onTariffsandTrade panel on the 
1986 US-Japan semiconductor 
pact under which Tokyo pledged 
to avoid selling computer micro- 
chips at below cost. 

Japanese companies have a 
large share of the world markelin 
semiconductors, tiny slices of 
silicon that are the heart of many 
modern electronics products. 

The European Economic 
Community says the panel ruling 
upheld its complaint that the U>- 
Japanese agreement violated 
GATT non-discrimination prov- 
isions. US officials say the ruling 
concerned implementation of the 


pact rather than the pact itself. 

“We realise it is almost impos- 
sible to find some solution bet- 
ween the two (Washington and 
the EECV' an official of Japan’s 
Ministry of International Trade 
and Industry told Reuters. 

“We will have to decide by 
ourselves. We will find the best 
solution even though it is not 
safe,” he said, adding that a 
unilateral decision could leave 
Japan open to criticism from 
both sides. 

Rules 

The European Economic 
Community says the pact broke 
GATT rules because keeping 
Japanese export prices high 
improved the competitiveness of 
US microchip exporters and 
raised costs for European users. 

But US Deputy Trade 
Representative Michael Smith 
told reporters in Tokyo last week 
the panel's key finding was that 
Japanese measures to stop the 
dumping of microchips in third 


countries were inconsistent with 
GATT rules. 

“The statesman-like thing 
would be for the two govern- 
ments to sit down and figure out 
something that is totally GATT 
consistent.” Smith said. 

To implement the pact's anti- 
dumping provision, Tokyo has 
been asking companies not to sell 
at below cost, monitoring chip 
export prices and issuing 
forecasts of demand, the official 
said. 

World demand for micro- 
chips, in a slump at the time the 
pact was concluded, is currently 
soaring, and industry analysis 
said a halt to Japan's export price 
monitoring system was unlikely 
to lead quickly to dumping. 

But an unsatisfactory solution 
to thedilemma could leave Japan 
vulnerable to future Friction with 
both Washington and Brussels, 
the Miti official said. 

“Both can raise the issue in the 
future,” he said. 


WASHINGTON. April 27. 
(AP): Almost every country 
provides support and protection 
for its agricultural products in 
some degree, a new government 
report says. 

“In some cases this is done 
primarily through policies that 
raise prices to consumers by 
protecting the domestic 
market,” the US department of 
Agriculture says in a recently 
published book on farm export 
policy. 

“In other cases, assistance is 
provided through subsidies fin- 
anced by the taxpayer,” it says. 

Products 

The report, aimed at inform- 
ing Americans seeking to export 
food products, tells of quotas, 
tariffs, surcharges, health and 
sanitary rules and other restric- 
tions that plague exporters to 
more than 100 countries. 

However, it makes no judg- 
ment on whether the obstacles 
are fair. 

The report notes that wine 


can't be advertised in Norway 
and Sweden, where the govern- 
ments want to hold down con- 
sumption of alcoholic beverages, 
and that margarine can’t be 
advertised in France because the 
government wants lo protect 
French dairy farmers from com- 
petition in butter sales. 

Sacred 

Egypt won't buy almonds, it 
says, because it's protecting its 
meager stock of foreign 
exchange. India won't buy tallow 
because the cows it is made from 
are sacred lo Hindus. 

And none of the 1 2 countries in 
the European Economic Com- 
munity will buy foreign meat if it 
is mixed with soy protein, a res- 
triction said to be aimed at 
protecting consumers. 

There is no duty in Austria on 
imports of American rice, and 
Saudi Arabians apparently like 
American rice so much that rice 
from Thailand is packaged and 
sold there as if it came from the 
United States.

Finance plan helps small African businesses develop 


ABIDJAN, Ivory Coast. April 
27, ( AP): Esther A. Ocloo needed 
30 years to pay offbank loans for 
her food processing plant in 
Ghana. With any luck, she will 
soon be back in debt. 

Ocloo is hoping Ghanaian 
banks will approve a loan req uest 
of $1,000 so sbe con expand her 
operation to Fruit juices, jam and 
canned fruit. Ocloo said ner busi- 
ness was built with several small 
short-term bank loans and 
would continue to expand that 
way. 

She is one of dozens of African 
entrepreneurs trying to grow 
with the help of the African 
Project Development Facility, or 
APDF. The year-old, $7.2- 
million operation is sponsored 
by the African Development 
Bank, the International Finance 
Corporation and the United 
Nations to help smaller African 
busineses obtain development 
financing. 


Scarcity is a fact of life in 
Africa, especially in terms of 
money. For business people big 
or small, getting the money to 
turn development ideas into 
reality is a major problem. 

_ The APDF accepts applica- 
tions from small busineses with 
annual turnovers between 
$500,000 and $5 million and 
ideas that have a chance for suc- 
cess. It helps them prepare 
project feasibility studies for 
potential financiers, a service 
that is free of charge. 

For four years Kanga Ballou, 
an Ivorian businessman, had 
been trying to get his hands on a 
million dollars to start West 
Africa’s first pencil factory. He is 
very close to realising that 
dream. 

Three out of four local banks 
have approved loan requests 
totalling $600,000. An APDF 
feasibility study convinced the 
bankers of the profitability of 


Ballou's .idea. He says he and his 
seven partners can put up the rest 
of the funding. 

"The problem with people like 
me is that we don't have the 
money or knowledge to do these 
project proposals," Ballou said 
in an interview in his Abidjan 
office. "For years I approached 
these banks by myself and I coul- 
dn’t get an answer.” The reason, 
he added, was the banks could 
not afford the risk. 

Expensive 

Ballou wanted to use local 
wood to manufacture pencils For 
a market supplied by more 
expensive Japanese and 
European imports. The develop- 
ment project staff sent a wood 
sample to a European manufac- 
turer for quality tests, which were 
positive. This was followed by a 
market study that discovered a 
healthy demand for cheaper pen- 
cils manufactured m Africa, by 


Africans. 

Ocloo 1 who was in Abidjan to 
talk with APDF officials, would 
not discuss the amount of money 
she initially borrowed to build 
her business. But she said things 
would have been different, if the 
APDF had been around when 
she began. 

“My business is still small,” 
she said. “If I had had the APDF 
at the beginning, my company 
would be a multinational by 
now." 

Other West African 
entrepreneurs interviewed about 
the APDF s work said the service 
helped fill a void left by the 
collapse of African development 
banks in the late 1970s and early 
1980s. 

In Ivory Coast, the world’s 
biggest producer of cocoa and a 
leading producer of coffee, the 
most obvious example is Credit 
De La Cote D'Ivoire, an impor- 
tant local bank, which has susp- 


ended its credit operations for 
businesses. It was set up during 
the boom days in one of Africa’s 
strongest economies. 

Most African countries are 
encumbered by severe economic 
restraints, including high foreign 
debts, falling prices for export 
goods and devastating droughts. 

Job 

The result, explained Andre 
Cracco, manager of the APDFs 
West African operations. in 
Abidjan, has pushed develop- 
ment banking into the back- 
ground and many development 
banks out of business. Thus, the 
job of business financing has 
been left to commercial banks, 
which are not prepared to risk 
long-term financing on small 
businesses. 

"They don’t have the expem*. 
and resources to appraise 
projects.” said Cracco. “So they 
are careful. Maybe even too 
careful.” 



US industrialist signs 
new joint venture pact 

BEIJING, April 27, (AP): US industrialist Annand Hammer, 
whose huge joint venture coal mine in China been plagued by 
disputes, signed a contract yesterday to buQd a new joint venture 
coal preparation plant. 

He also signed an agreement for his Occidental Petr oleum 
COrp. of Los Angeles to sell to two Chinese companies technology 
to produce phosphoric acid. Hammer, 89, refused to disclose the 
dollar value of the new projects and insisted Occidental is not 
losing money on the $800-m01ion Antaibo coal mine in North 
China, the largest and most high-profile US-Chinese joint ven- 
ture. Occidental has a 25 per cent share in the mine., 375 
kilometres (230 miles) sonth west of Beijing in Shanxi province. It 
opened with great fanfare in September but has been operating 
weQ below capacity because of mechanical problems and disputes 
with the Chinese partners over the price at which the coal be sold. 

“We consider the problems we have had there minor 
problems,” Hammer told a news conference after signing the two 
new contracts at Beijing's Lnxious Diaoyutai state guesthouse. 

“Those are the start-up problems you have with every project,” 
he said. “These will be settled and we win be at fall production, we 
estimate, by the end of the year.” Asked about the financial cost of 
the disputes and delays. Hammer said: “We don't figure we’ve 
lost anything.” 

He insisted the mine can be profitable once it begins prodneting 
at its capacity of 15 million tons of raw coal per year, even if coal 
prices don’t recover from their current low of about $20 per ton. 

- “We felt it was our duty to advise our bankers we were having 
these start-up problems,” he added, but said the consortium of 
banks that extended a $475-miUion loan for the mine “are 
satisfied with our explanation.” The president of the joint ven- 
ture, G J. Gombos, sent a letter on March 30 to the banking 
consortium saying Antalbo’s Chinese partners were disputing a 
contract promise to maintain a minimum price for coal exported 
for the mine. 

Debt freeze cost Brazil 
$5 billion, says Nobrega 

BRASILIA, April 27, (Reuter): Finance Minis ter Maifson 
Nobrega said yesterday Brazil's year-long freeze on payments on 
its commercial debt cost the country $5 billion. Nobrega did not 
specify where the $5 bOlion would have come from, but a ministry 
spokesman said be was referring mainly to lost new loans from 
banks and international lending agencies. 

Nobrega made the statement in a departure from a prepared 
speech to Congress. Brazil ended the halt of payments on its $70 
billion commercial debt early this year after it became a virtual 
outcast among foreign creditors. Nobrega spent three boors in 
Congress defending Brazil's return to orthodox debt policies 
before sharp criticism from lawmakers, including members of the 
country’s most important party, the Brazilian Democratic 
Movement Party (PMDB). In a major policy reversal from a year 
ago, President Jose Sarney's government is seeking a stand-by 
Iran from the International Monetary Fund (IMF). 

The policy has generated controversy in Brazil, where the 
government itself has often denounced the IMF as contributing to 
recession. Brazil, the Third World's biggest debtor, virtually cut 
itself off from new funding by declaring a halt to interest 
payments on its foreign bank debt in February 1987. Nobrega, Jtf 
career civil servant who took office in January, ended the debt' 
moratorium and is trying to mend relations with the international ' 
banking community. 

The government reached preliminary agreement with inter- 
national banks last month on a new debt accord aod Sarney said 
last week Ik expected a definitive agreement within days. 

US experts arrive to tackle 
Brazil oilfield fire 

SAO PAULO, Brazil, April 27, (Renter): American fire-fighting 
expats arrived In Rio de Janeiro yesterday to tackle a Maze in 
Brazil’s biggest oilfield. A spokesman for the state oil company 
Petrobras said the blaze at the offshore Campos basin off Rio De 
Janeiro state had caused more material damage than any other 
accident in the 35-year history of Petrobras. He said damage was 
estimated to be at least $10 motion already, and oil output had 
dropped by 60,000 barrels per day (bpdX nearly 10 per cent of 
national production. The spokesman said a drilling tower on the 
Enchova platform had been destroyed aod added: ""The commun- 
ications tower is threatened and could fall at any moment.” The 
fire began on the Enchova platform on Sunday after a gas Ink, 
“At least for the next 15 days there is no prospect of putting out 
the fire,” said the spokesman. There are two established methods 
for extinguishing fires in offshore oilfields: an explosion with 
dynamite to deprive the blaze of oxygen, or drilling a new well to 
inject fluids and prevent the escape of gas. The spokesman said it 
had not been decided which method would be used. Four fire- 
fighting ships are spraying the platform. There have been no 
casualties. All 250 workers mo the platform were evacuated on 
Sunday before the blaze erupted. 

The Petrobras spokesman said Brazil had a 60-day strategic 
stockpile of oil and would only start importing extra oO after 
about 15 days. Brazil's oil needs are about 1.2 million bpd, twice 
its normal production level, 

Soviet industrial output up 

MOSCOW, April 27, (AP): Soviet industrial production 
increased by 5 per cent in the first three months of 1988 as reforms 
requiring many factories and firms to operate on a self-sustaining 
basis went into effect, radio Moscow said on Monday. The official 
radio said Nikolai Belov, deputy bead of the State Committee on 
Statistics, reported that the production increase exceeded the 45 
per cent target set in state plans. 

However, it said “production targets have not been met as 
regards a number of major commodities, and the quality of many 
of the goods is still substandard.” The brief report did not specify 
the problem areas of the economy, or areas of success. It said the 
national income increased by 4 per cent National income is a 
measurement of economic activity that differs from gross 
national product in not considering the value of some services. As 
of Jan 1, state-run factories and farms responsible for 60 per cent 
of the Soviet Union’s production were required to depend on 
themselves for the revenue they need to operate. 

That is one of the key dements of Mikhail S. Gorbachev's 
economic reforms, which are aimed at giving local managers more 
responsibility and flexibility. The Soviet Communist Party 
leader wants to limit central authorities to overall planning of the 
economy rather than exercising direct control over the production 
plans and quotas of factories and farms. 

Elf Aquitaine buys in North Sea 

LONDON, April 27, (Reuter): French state oO firm Ste Nation- 
ale Elf Aqmtaine is expanding its stake in Britain's North Sea oil 
fields, after an earlier bid failed, with its purchase on Monday of 
British mining firm Rtz Corp PIc'soU and gas business. Rtzsaid it 
sold its oil and gas business, which also has interests in onshore 
British fields as well as in the Netherlands and Italy, for £308 
million ($579 million). Elf tried to buy another British North Sea 
oil company, Tricentrol Pic, in January for £135 million ($253 
million), but was outbid by American oil giant Atlantic Richfield 
Co. The French firm is already a major player in Bribing 
offshore oil fields, and expects to pump the eqnivalait of 1 20,000 
barrdsofoila day in 1988. Rtz decided to sell its ml business, with 
net assets as of the end of 1987 standing at £98.1 million ($184.4 
million), because It felt the cost of expanding the operation was 
too high, chief executive Derek Birkin said. “We needed to triple 
or quadruple our existing investment and we still would have been 
a second divisioo player,” he told Renters In an interview. Rtz 
shares rose 1 1 pence (20 cents) to £3.78 after the announcement.

MANILA, April 27. (UPI): An 
II -man Taiwan delegation 
arrived yesterday for ibis week's 
annual meeting of the Asian 
Development Bank, where 
cabi net level officials from Taipei 
and Beijing will sit at the same 
.conference for the first Lime in 
almost 40 years. 

The Taiwan delegation moved 
into rooms at the Philippine 
Plaza Hotel, where the Chinese 
delegation checked in Monday 
evening, but no one expected the 
two groups to fraternise in the 
corridors. 

“We will not make any 
unnecessary contacts with 
them," said Hsueh Yu-Chi, for- 
mer Vice-Foreign Minister of 
Taiwan, in an interview before 
his departure for Manila. 

Taipei's unprecedented atten- 
dance at the conference ends a 
two-year boycott of the annual 
meetings prompted by the 
derision to admit China to the 
47 -country international lending 
agency in 1986. 

Bank officials sought to 
accommodate both govern- 
ments at that time by re-designat- 
ing T ai wan as Taipei, China , and 
ducked a dispute over flags by 
pulling down ihecolours of all 47 
members, leaving a forest of 
empty flagpoles in front of the 
Manila headquarters. 

Howevei the Taiwan govern- 


ment, which still considers itself 
the rightful ruler of China despite 
being driven from the mainland 
in 1949, stuck by its decades-old 
policy of having no contacts with 
China and refused to attend, as it 
has done with all international 
conferences attended by Beijing. 

The unexpected break with the 
policy came only after the death 
in January of Taiwan President 
Chiang Chrng-Kuo and his 
replacement by Lee Teng-Hui, 
Taiwan's first native-born chief 
executive since the Chinese 
revolution, who is pursuing a 
programme of gradual liberal- 
isation. 

WhileTaiwan has recently sof- 
tened its hard line to permit spor- 
ting and cultural contacts, the 
April 28*30 conference in Manila 
will be the first to be attended by 
cabinet-level officers from both 
governments. 

Reserves 

Hsueh. whose country has a. 
staggering $75 biUion in foreign 
reserves and could become a 
major player in bank affairs, said 
the decision to attend the meet- 
ing did not mean his government 
accepts Beijing as the govern- 
ment of China. 

‘Though ADB calls us Taipei, 
China, we will not accept that 
and we will continue to demand 
that we be identified as Republic 
ofChina,"hesaid.

US criticises 
ICO probe 
into cheap 
coffee sales 


LONDON, April 27, (Reuter): 
The United States is unhappy 
with an International Coffee 
Organisation (ICO) inquiry into 
rumours of cut-price sales, US 
ICO delegate Jon Rosenbaum 
told Reuters. 

The ICO, a producer-con- 
sumer trade body now meeting in 
London, last month said it found 
no evidence of such sales. 

But US coffee traders insist 
that producer members of the 
ICO routinely sell cut-price cof- 
fee to non-ICO members. They 
say that is unfair to those con- 
sumer nations, like the United 
States, which Lry to keep prices 
stable even if they pay more for 
coffee. 

“The US is dissatisfied with 
the way the ICO acquitted itself 
over the non-member issue,” 
Rosenbaum said. 

. Imports 


The ICO, meanwhile, is con- 
cerned that the United States has 
no law requiring its customs 
service to monitor coffee 
imports. 

“We have apologised to the 
ICO for the situation but do not 
feel so uncomfortable given the 
ICO’sineffidencyindealingwith 
the non-member sales 
problems,” Rosenbaum said. 

The issue of cut-price sales to 
non-ICO members could be 
especially sensitive as producers 
and consumers meet this week to 
discuss the future of the inter- 
national coffee agreement, 
which expires at the end of Sep- 
tember 1989. 

Rosenbaum said the United 
States believes the agreement 
should be renegotiated and that 
it should solve the problem of 
such cut price sales.

Dollar rises in quiet trade, gold gains 


LONDON, April 27, CAP): The 
US dollar rose in quiet European 
trading this morning after stren- 
gthening earlier in Asia, foreign 
currency dealers said. Gold 
prices also rose. 

Dealers said the dollar 
received some psychological sup- 
port from its rise against the 
Japanese yen, which lost ground 
on signs the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
and seven non-Opec producers 
meeting in Vienna may be able to 
agree to substantive production 
cuts. 

The yen is particularly sen- 
sitive to oil-pnce developments 
because of Japan's heavy depen- 
dence on oil imports. 

Buoyed 

Dealers said the dollar was 
also buoyed by continued 
market uneasiness about 
developments in the Middle 
East, particularly Saudi Arabia's 
announcement last night that it 
was severing ties with Iran and 
giving Iranian diplomats one 
week to leave the country. 

The market often views the 
dollar as a “safe haven” currency 
in times of political tensions.

Cautious investors should 
wait until the political situation 
clarifies before committing 
themselves, while more dynamic 
investors may wish to capitalise 
on the uncertainty by buying into 
any temporary weaknesses. 

The sectors to avoid in France 
are electronics and financial 
shares, while the sectors to watch 
closely are foodstuffs, retailing, 
utilities and construction. 

However, it must be stressed 
that this is a short to medium 
term market, and long-term 
commitments are not 
appropriate under current con- 
ditions. 

French food companies, Bon- 
grain and BSN, and giant 
retailer, Carrefour, all look good 
value at current price levels. 
Overall, stock prices in the food- 
stuff sector have fallen by 27 per 
cent over the past twelve months, 
and this is seen as a limiting fac- 
tor to the downside risk.

Donor countries ‘must help 


World’ 


WASHINGTON, April 27, 
(AP): Donor countries must help 
the Third World overcome dif- 
ficulties due to policy changes, 
such as ending pnee controls, the 
head of the US government aid 
programme told Senators yester- 
day. 

“Our African economic policy 
reform programme is attempting 
to do just that in several coun- 
tries, by providing temporary 
balance of payments and bud- 
getary support along with tech- 
nical assistance and training in 
support of significant reform 
programmes,” said Alan Woods, 
administrator of the US Agency 
for International Development 
(AID). 

Policy 

President Reagan’s adminis- 
tration has been pressing a 
similar policy in the World Bank 
and other rnlergovernment 


bodies. Nearly one dollar in 
every four that the bank lends 
now goes directly to govern- 
ments, after they promise chan- 
ges in polity. The rest of its lend- 
ing goes for individual projects, 
as it has in the past 

Woods did not name either 
donor countries or the specific 
African countries he had in 
mind. Japan is now a major 
donor, as are Britain, West Ger- 
many, France and other West 
European governments. He did 
name 14 countries which he said 
have made substantial progress 
in changing policies and institu- 
tions in ways he called necessary 
for growth. 

They are: Bangladesh, the 
Dominican Republic, Costa 
Rica, Ecuador, Guatemala. 
Gambia, Ghana, Jamaica, 
Indonesia, Tunisia, Senegal. 
Niger, Swaziland and Mauritius. 


Woods said his agency is try- 
ing to change not only price con- 
trols in the Third World, but also 
protectionism in trade and rules 
that narrow participation in the 
economy or shield government- 
owned business from private 
competition. 

He singled out Peru among the 
many govemmen ts which he said 
are driving entrepreneurs under- 
ground instead of using their 
energies. 

He said some countries, such 
as Nigeria, have changed policies 
without donors being involved. 
But the decision is hard and 
many governments • resist, he 
addol. 

“Recognising this, the US and 
other donors must include in 
their assistance strategies 
measures to ameliorate the short 
terra consequences of policy 
reform, while at the same time 


improving the indigenous 
capacity to analyse policy 
problems and alternatives and to 
manage the reform pro- 
gramme,” he said. 

Aid 


He did not say what short- 
term consequences he meant. 

Woods also cited US policy in 
Bangladesh, where he said food 
aid had been used to promote 
policy changes that encourage 
farm production. 

“Food subsidies to segments 
of the population have also been 
cut by up to 75 per cent,” he said. 
“Buffer stocks and distribution 
management have been used to 
stabilise prices and make food 
more affordable to the rural 


poor. 

Woods was testifying before 
the foreign operations subcom- 
mittee of the Senate Appropria- 
tions Commiltee. 


ISLAMABAD, April 27, 
(Kuna): Oil has been struck in - 
three places and natural gas at 
one place in Pakistan's southern 
province of Sind, Minister of 
State for Petroleum, Chaudhury 
Nisar AliKhan, announced here 
yesterday.

Greece accuses Turkey of undemocratic behaviour towards EEC 


LUXEMBOURG, April 27, 
( Reuter): Greece accused T urkey 
yesterday of undemocratic 
behaviour towards the European 
Economic Community and said 
a dispute over Cyprus showed 
Ankara would have to alter its 
approach if it wanted to join the 
Community. 

Diplomats said^he row cast a 
cloud over recent attempts by 
Athens and Ankara to settle age- 
old rivalries which look the two 
Nalo allies to the brink of war 
again Iasi year. 

Theodores Pa ngalos, Greece's 

Minister for EEC Affairs, told 

reporters that T urkey ’s refusal to 
take part in formal economic 
talks with the Community on 
Monday evening — because of 
an EEC reference to Cyprus — 
was unacceptable. 

Talks 

The EEC opening statement 
for the talks had included a 
phrase saying that Cyprus affec- 
ted Turkey’s relations with the 
Community. Turkey still has 
troops stationed in northern 
Cyprus. 

Pangalos saidr “Turkey has 
difficulty understanding how we 
work in the Community. It is not 
acceptable to say you will not 
listen. That is undemocratic. 
You can say you do not accept it, 
but you do not have the right to 
cell the other side what it can and 
cannot say.” 

Risk 

“This is something they must 
learn if they want to join the 
Community,” he added. 

A diplomat, commenting on 
the risk of repercussions from the 
row, said: “It was a regrettable 


chain of misunderstandings and 
miscalculations. But it won't be 
possible to forget and behave as 
if nothing has happened. We 
must try to limit the damage to 
EEC-Turkish relations.” 

Greece joined the Community 
in 1980 and Turkey, which has 
been linked to the EEC by an 
association agreement since 
1963, applied for full member- 
ship a year ago. 

Sour 

Ankara hopes that as with 
Spain, Portugal and Greece. 
EEC entry will set the seal on a 
return to democratic rule follow- 
ing the 1980 military coup and 
help narrow the gap between the 
wealthy north of Europe and the 
poorer Mediterranean states. 

Despite the failure to hold the 
meeting of the EEC-Turkey 
Association Council on Monday 
to discuss economic relations, a 
separate dinner for the foreign 
ministers of the 12 EEC states 
and Turkey went ahead. 

But diplomats said the atmos- 
phere turned sour at the end 
when Pangalos clashed with 
Turkish Minister Mesut Yilmaz 
over Cyprus and no date was 
fixed for a new meeting of the 
Association Council. 

Movement 

“This is a big blow to the spirit 
of Davos,” Yilmaz told reporters 
in a reference to the Swiss town 
where the two countries took the 
first step towards improving 
relations in January. 

‘Turkey will not retreat. We 
will talk about Cyprus but not at 
the Association Council. That is 
for economic matters only,” he 
said. 


But Pangalos said he hoped 
the reconciliation process would 
continue. 

“Reconciliation involves 
movement on the Cyprus 
problem because that is the cause 
of tension,” he said. 

Turkish troops have been in 
the northern part of the island 
since 1974, when they moved in 
saying they had to protect the 
Turkisb-Cyprus minority from 
what they saw as a threat from 
the Greek-Cypriot majority. 

West German Foreign Mini- 
ster Hans-Dietrich Genscher, the 
current EEC chairman, tried to 
pul a brave face on the setback 
after failing to coax the Turkish 
side to the Association Council. 

“My assumption is that we will 
be able to overcome these 
problems,” he said.

The Senate is expected to give 
final congressional approval 
today to the bill, which would 
force the president to take action 
against countries with unfair 
policies, and send it to the White 
House for Reagan's almost cer- 
tain veto.

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Off the beaten track for an unusual holiday

on the byways of Britain 


THERE is a scenic stretch of 
coast road nine miles south of 
Ayr in Scotland where motor- 
ists areconvinced they are driv- 
ing downhill when in fact they 
are' going up. It is an amazing 
optical illusion and many a car 
has stalled here as a result. The 
“Electric Brae’ is unique — 
thankfully driving elsewhere in 
Britain is not at all. disconcert- 
ing. ' 

Britain is among the best 
countries for a motoring 
holiday,, especially for those 
with (he time and inclination to 
get off the beaten-track. Most 
visitors do have one hurdle to 
overcome: adapting to driving 
on the left-hand side of the 
road. Cars overtake on the 
right and priority must be given 
to traffic coming from the right 
at roundabouts. With a little 
confidence, the skills are soon 
mastered. 

Network 

There is a good network of 
minor and trunk roads and toll- 
free motorways. With the 
opening, in 1986, of the M25 
motorway round London — 
the world’s longest city bypass 
— it is now much easier for 
those arriving by sea at the 
southern and east coast ports, 
or by air at any of the London 
airports, to avoid the capital if 
they so wish. It cost nearly 
£1,000 million to build, and is 
probably the country’s most 
useful motorway. 

On its -circular route at a 
radinc nf 21 to 35 km from the 


<£ntre of London it has no less 
“3? 32 junctions with roads 
fa dialing t0 and from the city 
including seven other impor- 
tant motorways towards the 

Midlands, Northern England.

The M25 cow has its own 
tourist information centre, 
recently opened at South 
Mimms service area 15 miles 
north of London. It is the latest 
m a nationwide network of cen- 
tres, many ideally located for 
motorists, providing all kinds 
of holiday information. Most 


centres can make overnight 
bookings in their vicinity for 
the same night, and many can 
‘book a bed ahead’ for the foll- 
owing night in another area, 
thus avoiding worries about 
finding bed and breakfast, 
farmhouse ’’or hotel accom- 
modation. 


Optimum 

Armed with a good road map 
(the Ordnance Survey and 
Automobile Association 
publications are ideal) and a 
rented car if you are not bring- 
ing your own, you are all set to 
head on to the open road. 

Pre-planning your itinerary 
pays dividends. Decide in 
advance whether you want to 
do a whistle-stop tour of the 
whole country or concentrate 
on a specific region or interest. 

Ten days is optimum tinm to 
allow for a ‘Highlights of. 
Britain’ tour taking in historic 
cities, superb countryside and 
grand stately homes and castles 
in England, Scotland and

Even with its added 
burden, Peshawar 
is a welcome place

PESHAWAR, Pakistan: 
“Peshawar is a pretty town,” 
wrote Paul Theroux in 1 975. “I 
would gladly move there, settle 
down on a veranda, and grow 
old watching sunsets in the 
Khyber Pass. Peshawar's 
widely spaced mansions, all 
excellent examples of Anglo- 
Musltm Gothic, are spread 
along broad sleepy roads under 
cool trees...” 

One wonders what Mr 
Theroux would think of Pesh- 
awar today. The presence of 3 
million Afghan refugees has 
transformed, the city from 
“pretty” to dusty and worn, 
from "sleepy” to bustling and 
crowded. 

The streets are choked with 
people, animals, and vehicles, 
though most Afghans live out- 
side the town in Sunbaked, win- 
dblown refugee camps. The 
camps are quiet, clean, orderly, 
and sad: uniform grids of small, 
square, baked-mud houses sit- 
ting in the wide, grassy plains. 
Some have a view of the moun- 
tains of Afghanistan. 


In Peshawar, the narrow, 
post-colonial residential 
streets, with their high white 
walls and scanty vegetation, are 
studded with international 
relief agencies and the 
headquarters of Afghan muja- 
hedeen guerrillas. 

Soon, with the probable 
Soviet withdrawal from Afgh- 
anistan. Peshawar may return 
to its former tranquility. 

But even with its added bur- 
den. it's a welcoming place. In 
the Muslim tradition, Pesh- 
awar extends the same cour- 
tesy. caring , and sense of 
shared humanity -one finds in 
Cairo or Tunis. The muja- 
hedeen with their stern, bear- 
ded faces, striped turbans, and 
blankets slung like portable 
bedding over their shoulders, 
are in fact friendly, soft- 
spoken, and happy to talk with 
foreigners — even unveiled 
Western women. 

Many women in Peshawar 
cannot be seen at all: they are 
gliding, flapping pyramids of 
green, black, brown, ochre, or 
rust-coloured chadors. The 
material is shiny like silk, but it

may be polyester It seems to 
only come in these standard, 
solid shades. A band of light- 
knit net across the eyes allows 
the wearer lo look out-prevent- 
ing, at the same time, the 
remotest possibility of anyone 
looking in. 

Pakistanis — even the 
poorest — are happy lo invite a 
foreigner into their homes. In a 
one-room mud-brick house a 
visitor sits on the cot (the only 
seat) while the husband sits on 
the bare earth floor. The wife, 
unveiled at home, looks on with 
her children from the doorway 
in friendly curiosity. One of the 
children is sent to buy the guest 
an unsolicited soft drink that 
costs more than a day's wages. 
The visitor protests, drinks it 
down, and the family looks 
very pleased. 

The British have left their 
mark on Peshawar, though it’s 



beginning to fade. The old 
lndo-colonial buildings, with 
their elaborate latticework and 
layers of intricate carving, are 
ragged with age and disrepair. 

Yet they are beautiful and 
exotic to foreign eyes. More 
than 40 years have passed since 
Pakistan and India became 
separate, independent coun- 
tries. But reminders of the Brit- 
ish presence survive in ihe clip- 
ped expressions of a loquacious 
“chowkidar” (caretaker), in 
the flocks of uniformed school- 
children, and in that famous 
old bastion of colonialism. 
. Dean's Hotel. Dean's is surpr- 
isingly modest: a line of tidy 
cottages looking more like 
Surrey than the Northwest 
frontier of the imperial Raj. 

Our hotel is modern and 
nondescript, but the furniture 
in the rooms is strangely 
harem-like, with dark, carved 
wood and overstuffed, velvet- 
covered sofas. A green-and- 
white decal stuck on the coflee 
table in our room indicates the 
direction of Makkah. so that 
the faithful can say their 
prayers faring in the right direc- 
tion. 

Late one afternoon I took a 
three-wheeled scooter-taxi 
through the teeming, noisy, jos- 
tling streets. These tiny vehicles 
buzz and rasp like swarms of 
angry bumble-bees. Their out- 
sides are painted and decorated 
as elaborately as the most 
exotic insects. 

Mine was decorated inside 
too, with cabbage-rose paper 
and scarlet fringe. The driver’s 


income probably supports 20 
people. As we sped — fragile as I 
an eggshell — down one of 
Theroux’s broad roads, the 
dust rising around us was gol- 
den in the evening light. 

I felt safe and happy, as one 
does among friends.

shops and houses, before you 
enter North Wales: the moun- 
tains of Snowdonia and the 
imposing castle at Caernarfon 
shouldn’t be missed. On the 
return to London. Shake- 
speare’s Stratford, the Cots- 
wold Hills, the Georgian city of 
Bath and Longleat House, 
stately home of the Marquis of 
Bath, are among the many 
places which can be visited. 

Such an all-embracing tour 
can only scratch the surface of 
Britain's heritage and, as it 
involves quite a lot of driving 
each day, is not to everyone's 
taste. Many visitors prefer to 
choose an itinerary covering 
one region in more detail. Edi u- 
burgh, for example, is a natural 
starting point for an eight- to 
ten-day tour of ‘Spectacular 
Scotland’. The 405 miles from 
London to Scotland’s capital 
can be driven comfortably in 
eight hours, or take the train (4- 
1/2 hours) and rent a car on 
arrival.- 

Haunts 

A circular itinerary going 
south to the gentle Borders, and 
north as far as Inverness, 
‘Capital of the Highlands', 
takes in an amazing variety of 
sights and scenes. Visit castles 
such as 15th-century Cawdor; 
Glamis with its ‘Macbeth’ 
associations or Blair Castle 
near Pitlochry, home of the 
Atholl Highlanders, the only 
private army in Britain. Drive 
along sparkling lochs such as 
Loch Lomond, Loch Linnhe 
fin the shadow of Britain's 
I highest mountain, Ben Nevis) 
and Loch Ness, where you may 
catch a glimpse of the elusive 
monster, Nessie! Near Grant- 
own-on-Spey there are whisky 
distilleries that welcome 
visitors; while in the south there 
are beautiful abbeys and 
Abbotsford House, home of 
18th-century novelist Sir Wal- 
ter Scott. 

The haunts of Britain’s great 
writers and poets is an idea fora 
special interest motoring itin- 
erary: again, eight to ten days is 
sufficient for a circular tour 
taking in places linked with at 
least 12 much-loved writers. 
Driving a clockwise route from

London, it is only 31 miles 
south-east of the cathedral city 
of Rochester with its many 
links with Charles Dickens. 
Across Kent and into Sussex a 
pleasant drive takes you to 
Batemans, the house and 
water-mill between Tunbridge 
Wells and the coast, where 
Rudyard Kipling lived. The 
picturesque Hampshire village, 
Chawton, is where Jane Austen 
wrote her novels; while, farther 
west, .the area around Dorche- 
ster in Dorset is known as 
‘Hardy Country' — being part 
of Thomas Hardy's fictional 
shire, Wessex in his books. 

By the time you return to 
London, Shakespeare's birth- 
place at Stratford-upon-Avon, 
the rustic homes of William 
Wordsworth and Beatrix Pot- 
ter in the Lake District and, 
among others, the bleak par- 
sonage home of the Bronte sis- 
ters in Yorkshire, will be behind 
you without any steps being 
retraced. 

The above three routes are 
examples for ‘Motoring Itin- 
eraries in Britain* published by 
the British Tourist Authority in 
association with Budget Rent a 
Car.

Morocco: a baffling and entrancing mosaic

TANGIER, Morocco: Moroc- 
co is the African and Muslim 
country nearest to Europe and

wonder how a land that is Afri- 
can, Arabian, and European 
all at the same time can seem so 
far away from each of these 
worlds. Picture these typical 
Moroccan scenes: 

El Minzah Hotel in Tangier. 
Men in silk vests, baggy trous- 
ers. and pointed slippers whisk 
trays of mint tea through a spa- 
cious parlor decked with Per- 
sian rugs and gilded divans. At 
a tum-of-the-centurv grand 
piano, a robust Italian woman 
in heavy makeup plays 
schmaltzy renditions of Ger- 
shwin and Debussy. 

The walled city of imperial 
Fez. Muezzins (criers) in 
Moorish-style minarets call the 
Muslim faithful to prayer in the 
holy month of Ramadan. Fol- 
lowers have fasted from sunrise 
to sunset, and the streets are 
now a fitful congestion of those 
preparing to eat at long, public 
tables. Conical ceramic pots 
conceal cuisine such as chick- 
en -and-beef stews, called cous- 
cous, and gazelles’ horns pas- 
tries. called kaab e) ghzal. 

Oasis of palms in the desert 
outside Marrakesh. A mass of 
Moroccans exits the ocher ram- 
parts of an 11th-century 
palace, where annual Berber 
celebrations have lasted well 
beyond midnight. A ceremo- 
nial bonfire sends sparks sky- 
ward. Above the distant Atlas 
Mountains, a bright moon 
turns the desert into a moons- 
cape of eerie shadows. 

More-exotic memories: eat- 
ing in desert tents while acro- 
bats perform; watching tur- 
baned horsemen charge, firing 
muskets in the air; and dining 
at restaurants where music and 
dancers seemed right out of 
“The Arabian Nights.” 

Romantic 

But Morocco also has 
aspects that are not so roman- 
tic. Long stretches of barren 
countryside lack 1 the amenities 
some might find in continental 
Europe, for instance. Some 
roads are only sparsely 
marked, many only in Arabic, 
so it is easy for those nor on 
guided tours to maker a wrong 
turn. 

Driving from Tangier to Fez. 


to Marrakesh, and then to 
Casablanca, we were stopped 
three times in the rural reaches 
by country police for no appa- 
rent reason — and each time 
pressed for a ‘‘gift” of dirhams 
to the tune of about $4 or $5. 
And true to the famous line 
from the pickpocket in the clas- 
sic film "Casablanca.” “be- 
ware of vultures, vultures 
everywhere” — we met our 
share, of conniving salesmen. 
Some were in cahoots with the 
guides we hired to show us 
through the various medinas. 
And there were the omnipre- 
sent faces from the shadows — 
some from women behind 
chuddars (shawls) — that 
almost too intently followed 
you with their eyes. 

Though the mundane 
memories have faded over 
time, they remain an essential 
ingredient of the baffling and 
entrancing mosaic that is 
Morocco. 

Part of Morocco’s mystique 
is its vast and complicated his- 
tory. There were conflicts from 
the beginning between the na- 
tive Berbers, the Arabs that 
brought Tslam, and European 
powers. 

Today most of Morocco's 20 
million people are Muslim 
Arabs, but there are Berber, 
Christian, and Jewish minor- 
ities. Although Arabic is the 
official language. Berber, 
French, and Spanish are also 
spoken. 


We arrived by ferry from 
AJgedras, Spain. At customs, 
we encountered the most thor- 
ough luggage inspection I've 
bad anywhere — owing, we 
were told later by guides, to a 
great concern about drugs and 
guns. 

Then we were approached 
by a serious-looking man in a 
gray robe called a djellaba. 
Announcing himself as a gov- 
ernment guide, and showing 
identification, he aided our 
passage through customs. 
Then he took us to our hotel 
and off on a four-hour tour of 
the city and environs in a gov- 
ernment-owned Mercedes — 
all for a fee we would negotiate 
later. The fee we agreed on 
turned out to be S50 for two. 
We thought that was quite 
reasonable until we found out 
it was roughly four times what 
most other guides charge . 

Ubiquitous guides-for-hire 
are. in fact, an interesting part 
of a visit to Morocco. Ail four 
of ours found us. rather than 
the other way around. Many 
were young students who 
wanted to practice their En- 
glish (or Italian. German, etc. ) 
and were willing to charge 
practically nothing for the pri- 
vilege. Others were govern- 
ment licensed. 

Though we found none was 
extremely accommodating in 
figuring out dates and places, 
all were extremely accommo- 
dating in figuring out logistics 


and itineraries and helping to 
make purchases of food or 
souvenirs. Perhaps most im- 
portant. I would not enter the 
labyrinthine medinas without 
one, for fear of losing ray way 
for good. And it's helpful to 
have a loyal countryman to 
keep the aggressive hucksters 
at bay, not to mention other 
guides.

Scenario 

In a scenario that was repe- 
ated in three cities, we spent 
half days seeir® the historic 
sites — famous mosques, cas- 
bahs (citadels), palaces, 
schools, museums, and shop- 
ping districts. The latter in- 
clude open-air markets of 
spices and meat, fabric, leath- 
er, metal, and rugs. 

Everywhere we went we 
were taken; to special shops 
where “special discounts” 
were promised by our guides. 
In fact, the guides got a percen- 
tage of everything we purch- 
ased. 

The old Arab section of Fez 
is the oldest and largest in , 
Morocco and my recommenda- 
tion as a must-see of the coun- 
try. The walls, courtyards, and 
stalls were built in the 9th cen- 
tury, and to walk there today it 
seems like no time has passed 
since. Listen for the call "be- 
lek,” and watch out for “donk- 
ey’s coming,” which 
announces a chain of pack- 
carrying donkeys that stop for 
nothing in their way. 

In the beat of noonday, the 
stench of certain sections of the 
medina is enough to make your 
eyes water. 

Early evening in Morocco is 
the most memorable and 
pleasurable time of day. The 
citygoers come out to be seen, 
and more of the street perfor- 
mers — fire-eaters, jugglers, 
snake charmers — abound. 
Swirls of cumulus clouds hug 
the horizon, turned aglow by 
the setting sun, which caps the 
Rif and Atlas Mountains with a 
thin ridge of gold. 

If you wish just to find a vista 
and relax, you’re in league with 
the caravans of old. Camel 
drivers who stopped at the out- 
er edges of towns such as Mar- 
rakesh used to toss their date 
seeds into the ground. This has 
resulted in rings of date palm 
trees that silhouette against 
both desert and snowcapped 
hills. 

The image is so poignant that 
it is the romance of Morocco 
that lingers in the mind when 
the banal begins to fade.

47 fans held in pre-dawn raids

Tbe West Ham raids, coden- 
amed White Horse, were the cul- 
mination of a long-term inves- 
tigation throughout the soccer 
season into violence and disorder 
involving followers of the east 
London club. 

Police superintendent Bill 
Griffiths, in charge of the opera- 
tion, said: “ It has gone according 
to plan and owes much to the 
dedication and resourcefulness 
of the officers who have gathered 
information over a number of 
months. 


. “By arresting these men who 
wrongly call themselves football 
fans, our aim has been to break 
the back of a hard-core element 
of the so called West Ham sup- 
porters who are bent on causing 
violence, particularly at away 
matches and other places away 
from Upton Park (West Ham's 
ground).”

NBA and players reach agreement 


NEW YORK, April 27, 
(Reuter): The National Basket- 
ball Association (NBA) and the 
Players Association reached an 
agreement Tor a six-year labour 
contract. League commissioner 
David Stern announced yester- 
day. 

The deal, “which includes an 
agreement by the players to drop 
their lawsuit against the League, 
was hammered out in a seven- 
hour negotiating session on 
Monday in New York and 
approved by the NBA board of 
governors yesterday. Stern said. 


The new contract, which 
extends through the 1993-94 
season, continues the salary cap 
and the college draft, but both 
have been drastically modified. 

Though the players were seek- 
ing to abolish the salary limits 
and the draft system, the 
executive board of the Players 
Association has approved the 
agreement, according to general 
counsel Larry Fleisher, who 
called it “a good deal for both 
sides." 

“This was a compromise," 
said Stern. ** Wc expect the salary 


caps to increase by 10 per cent 
each year and that by 1992 the 
average salary will be about 
S900.000." 

This year's selection of college 
players, which will ue held on 
June 28. has been reduced from 
seven picks for each team to 
three. Beginning next year the 
draft will be only two rounds. 

The League and the Players 
Association also agreed to 
increases in pension and 
insurance for the players. 

The owners retained the con- 
troversial right of first refusal.

MADRID. April 27, (Reuter): 
Hard-hitting South African 
Brian Mitchell retained his 
World Boxing Association 
(WBA) junior-Ughtweight title 
with a unanim ous points victory 
over Puerto - Rico's Jose Rivera 
here earlier this morning. _ 

Mitchell was making his fifth 
defence of the crown, the second 
against Rivera with whom he 
drew in Puerto Rico a year ago. 

As the result was announced, 
Mitchell beamed to the cheers of 
a few hundred spectators in the 
Sea la Melia cabaret, where the 
12-round fight ended well after 
midnight 


Rivera, 21 . piqued by the draw 
on his home ground, made a fast 
start, flooring the 26-year-old 
South African in the last second 
of the second round with a 
powerful right 

But Mitchell kept out of his 
reach, in the third, recovering 


with nasty punches from both 
hands. 

Rivera, his left eye swollen;, 
became more respectful of the' 
champion who kept moving 
around him, piercing his def^nqe. 
with short-precise jabs. .C . 

The Puerto Rican lost strength 
as the cut on his left eye started 
bleeding, and from the seventh' 
round the fight was Mitchell's: 

Rivera went into the last two 
rounds desperately trying to 
make up ground but the cham- 
pion retained command of the 
fight. - - 

“I was in full control," Mit- 
chell said after receiving the 
champion's belt again. 

“I may have lost the second 
round, but 1 was in control 
throughout,” he said. 

MitcheD first won the title 
from Panama’s Alfredo Layne 
two years ago’". 

Mitchell weighed in at 59.3 
kilograms, and Rivera’s weight 
was 58:6 kilogram?. - . •
